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ALDERMEN MEET 


Long Debate on Public Garage on Commonwealth 
Avenue and Permit Refused 


A large number of hcaringn and a 
long debate on granting a permit for 
a public garage on Commonwealth 
avenue were the principal feature of 
the regular meeting of the aldermen 
last Monday night, at which President 
Blanchard presided and all the mem- 
bers were present. 

No one appeared at hearings on un- 
derground conduits for the Boston El- 
evated Co. In Tremont, Park, Washing- 
ton and Centre streets, or on pole pe- 
titions of the Edison Co., Crafts street, 
Derby street, Tremont street, and for 
conduits in Church street nnd of the 
Telephone Co. for poles on Woodland 
road all of which were subsequently 
granted. No one appeared on the mat- 
ter of Edison poles on Brooks avenue. 

Strong objection was voiced by 
Messrs. E. G. Perry, Robert Chapman, 
Jr., nnd H. G. Frederick on the matter 
of Edison poles on Waltham street, 
and by Messrs. E. H. Ruby, J. E. Lewis, 
E. J. Smith. H. H. Skelton, H. W. Col- 
by nnd G. H. Woolley against Edison 
poles on Hyde street, by Mr. W. H. 
Zoller for the Newtonville Universa- 
list Church against Edison poles on 
Washington park, and by Mr. W. C. 
Appleton against poles of the Edison 
and Telephone Companies on Nobscot 
road. 

Mr. F. J. Soutliwick spoke in favor 
of concrete sidewalks under the bet- 
terment act on Collins road and there 
was no objection. No one appeared on 
the matter of concrete sidewalk under 
the betterment act on Broadway. 

Mayor Childs sent in ‘the appoint- 
ments of Stephen H. Whidden to suc- 
ceed himself as a member of the Board 
of Appeals and the appointment was 
immediately confirmed. He also ap- 
pointed James Kingmnn as a member 
of the Plnnning Commission in place 
of Howard P. Converse resigned. 

The Mayor also sent in recommenda- 
tions for various small matters re- 
garding finances, the most important 
being an addition of $.'1500 for Water 


Services, and nil of which were sub- 
sequently authorized. The Mayor 
also sent in a recommendation of $85 
for urinals at the Hyde school house, 
and reports of the Street Commission- 
er of the completion of Beech street, 
at a cost of $343.60, curbing on Beech 
street at cost of $510.27, curbing on 
Adams street at a cost of $2653.60, 
construction of Barnstable road at a 
cost of $196.79 and sidewalk on Lin- 
coln street at a cost of $100.12. 

The Mayor also transmitted a com- 
munication from the Buildings Com- 
missioner that the conditions in the 
Old Claflin school house where a 
school for backward children was be- 
ing maintained in the second story, 
were extremely dangerous in case of 
fire, that screens were needed under 
the glass skylights at the Technical 
High School and that stalls were 
needed for urinals at the Hyde School. 

Petitions of the Edison Co. for at- 
tachments on Walnut street, Cross 
street. Wiswall street. Parsons street. 
Washington street, Centrnl street, and 
Woodland road, for a relocation of 
pole on Fuller street, nnd of the Tele- 
phone Co. for removal of pole on Wav- 
erley avenue and for attachments on 
Pearl and Bacon streets were granted. 
Other petitions were received from R. 
T. Fowler for relocation of drain from 
Upland road, Lilia C. Bourne for dam- 
ages to building by binsting, for sewer 
in Commonwealth avenue, ward 6, Eva 
Thurman for common victualler li- 
cense at 255 Washington street, Burns 
et al for the laying out of Charles- 
bank road, and a protest of the New- 
ton Improvement Society ngainst 
change of name of Newtonville ave- 
nue. 

The School Committee requested 
$40 for payment of tuition of Alvin 
Soul at the Bristol County Agricul- 
tural school and there was a strong 
petition from Newtonville residents 
headed by Mr. A. M. Lyon for removal

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EDITORIAL 


The two interesting features of the 
state election on Tuesday were the 
remarkable large vote which was poll- 
ed and the heavy anti-suffrage vote in 
the city and state. Few of the advo- 
cates for woman suffrage believed that 
it would he adopted at this election, 
but a much closer vote was antici- 
pated. 

The election of Mr. McCall ns gov- 
ernor marks the return of the Repub- 
lican party to full power in this state, 
and with a chief executive and legis- 
lature working together, the party 
must accept the entire responsibility 
for its government. 

Friends of Senator Ellis in this city 
and elsewhere will find great satisfac- 
tion in the splendid vote which he re- 
ceived. not only in this city, but in the 
district. A majority of over 2500 is 
the lnrgest ever given a Senator in this 
district, and serves to indicate to some 
degree the regard in which Senator 
Ellis is held. 

The Republican candidates for the 
Legislature received the strong Repub- 
lican endorsement always given in 
this city. 

The vote to accept the amendment 
to the constitution on the taxntion 
question was most satisfactory, but is 
somewhat offset by the equally strong 
endorsement given the doubtful ques- 
tion of state homesteads. It is very 
evident that outside of matters which 
receive considerable discussion and 
agitation, the average voter will vote 
Yes on almost any matter placed on 
the ballot for his decision.

The tragedy last week at Peabody 
gives considerable emphasis to the re- 
ports made by the Buildings Commis- 
sioner during the past three years on 
the condition of our school buildings, 
and in particular to the dangerous con- 
ditions existing at the Old Claflin 
School house. The school committee 
should at once remove the class of 
backward and deficient children from 
the third floor of this building to a 
room where it would be easier to lead 
them outside in case of Are. It Is bad 
enough to have normal children on 
the third floor of a fire trap and it is 
Incomprehensible that the school com- 
mittee should take such a room for 
children of this nature. This class 
should be removed to a safer location 
at once or it should be immediately 
discontinued. 

For the benefit of those persons who 
may be inclined to be hysterical on 
this subject, it can be said that, as a 
rule, the school buildings in this city 
are in a fairly safe condition, and 
that a tlioro investigation is now go- 
ing on to determine just what changes 
should be made to safeguard the lives 
of our children. When that report is 
complete it is safe to predict that our 
city government will provide the nec- 
essary appropriations.

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DEATH OF MltS. JAYNES

ADAMS— GOLD 


An unusual suit entailing damngos 
of 14 cents was hoard before Judge 
Frank M. Copeland in the civil session 
of the Newton Police Court Tuesday 
morning. The plaintiff. Charles R. 
Darling, a lawyer, who lives at 51 Ev- 
erett street. Newton Centre, sought to 
recover 12 cents in car fnres and 2 
cents for postage from the Norumbega 
Park Company and Middlesex & Boston 
Street Railway. 

His reason for this unusual action 
was ns follows; One day last July Mr. 
Darling, picking up a newspaper, 
found that an attractive show was on 
the card at Norumbega Park, and al- 
though it was raining, decided to visit 
the resort. On the car he paid 20 
cents for a round trip ticket, including 
passngc to and from the park and ad- 
mission. On his arrival here the park 
was in darkness and a sign was dis- 
played stating that the show had been 
called olT for the night. 

When he asked that the 20 cents he 
had expended be refunded, he was 
given eight cents, the employees of the 
street railway claiming that his ride 
both ways, which is a six-cent fare, 
must be paid for. 

Mr. Darling conducted his own case 
while the street railway and 
park were represented by Pitt F. 
Drew. There were no witnesses. 
Counsel Drew,* in his argument, stated 
that the railway was merely an agent 
for the Norumbega Park Company, and 
that therefore the company was not 
liable, owing to the fact that Mr. Darl- 
ing had ridden both ways upon its 
cars, and that he had been given back 
the eight cents which would have paid 
for his admission to the park. 

Mr. Darling, in summing up the 
case, stated that this attitude was 
“picking a man’s pocket of 20 cents.” 
He further stated that he did not get 
what he paid for, as his sole reason 
for getting on the car was to see the 
show, and that the ride itself was a 
discomfort. Judge Copeland, after 
hearing both sides, reserved his de- 
cision.

He was fittingly introduced by Mr. 
George 11. Moore, First ltondcr of the 
Newton Church. The lecture in full 
is as follows: 


Christ Jesus, the great physician, 
the divine healer, has for all time set 
the standard of perfect healing before 
humanity, and that many do not yet 
believe in his gospel results from a 
lack of understanding of the true na- 
ture and pmiobupuy oi the so-called 
miracles whlcu no performed. His 
ethical teaemngs uro very generally 
accepted even by agnostics; although 
the spiritual records of the healing 
work as a part or his divine mission, 
meet with uisscnt from many of the 
cultured peopio of today. 

The gospels record muny instances 
of the healing of physical disease by 
Christ Jcbus and his disciplos; he re- 
stored a withered hand, he healed an 
impotent man nnd a man born blind; 
he healed paralysis, dropsy, hemor- 
rhage, leprosy, epilepsy and violent 
insanity, and ho raised the dead. 

In St. Matthew we read: 

"And Jesus went about all Galilee, 
teaching in their synagogues, and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom, 
and healing all manner of sickness and 
all manner of disease among the peo- 
ple. And his fame went throughout 
all Syria; and they brought unto him 
all sick people that were taken with 
divers diseases and torments, and 
those which were possessed with dev 
ils, and those which were lunatick, and 
those that had the palsy; and he 
healed them.” 

"And, behold, there came a leper 
and worshipped him, saying, Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canst make me clean. 
And Jesus put forth his hand, and 
touched him, saying, 1 will; be thou 
clean.* And immediately his leprosy 
was cleansed.” 

Futnenuoro he specifically com 
manned his disciples that they should 
continue his healing work, counseling 
thcim 

"And as ye go, preach, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal 
the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the 
dead, cast out devils; freely ye have 
received, freely give.” 

“Verily, verily, 1 say unto you, He 
that believetli on me, the works that 
I do shall he do also; and greater 
works than these shall he do, because 
I go unto my Father.” 

Peter, Joan, Philip, i’hul and other 
followers healed paralysis, deformity, 
insanity, lameness, and also raised 
the dead, in connection with tlicir 
missionaiy work; in fact healing was 
practiced quite generally among the 
early Christians. 

Scriptural r cachings Not Understood 
Many nave always believed these 
teachings and works but they have not 
presumed to understand them, much 
less have they thought to even under- 
take to repeat them. They have ac 
cepted the Bible blindly and evidently 
have not pructically apprehended its 
inspiring truth. From the inception of 
Christianity, however, some have striv- 
en to obey its teachings and to mani- 
fest the Christ spirit which brings sal 
vation from both sickness and sin. 
This spirit was strongly in evidence in 
the healing works which characterized 
the early church, until the time when 
Christianity was engulfed in ritualism 
and formalism and its vital spirit was 
quenched. 

Even a partial recognition of the de- 
mands made by the Master’s teachings 
upon our life and conduct reveals their 
redemptive greatness and supreme im 
portance, and these questions must 
appeal to every thoughtful Christian, 
viz., whether or not it is possible to 
obey thcde teachings; whether they 
are true or not; if not true, where is 
the basis of Christianity, and, if true, 
why arc not their demands fulfilled 
May it not bo because they are not un 
derstood? 

Many thinking people arc beginning 
to Bee as they have not before mat the 
healing work of the curly church is 
possible today, although this healing 
work rebukes the generally accepted 
supremacy of muterial law. They per- 
ceive that there is such a tiling as spir- 
itual law, a law apart from physics, 
and begin to comprehend thut this 
divine luw is and should be sovereign 
over so-culled physical law, thut it has 
dominion over wliut is termed matter 
und that in spite of the prevailing edu 
cutional bius of materialistic thought 
which declures thut uuy existence 
upurt from the muteriul cannot he 
conceived, it is high time that the 
church uwukeucd out of its sleep and 
usserted its right to the freedom of the 
children of God. To the materially 
minded, mutter and material luw ar 
supreme, und they huve little belief in 
any powor beyond und apart from 
physics und less understanding of it. 
Aletu physical power is thought of as 
belonging to the supernatural which 
the majority of intellectual peopio re 
ject, associating it us they do with 
mysticism und superstition. Asserted 
bolieveiB in the Bible, however, can 
not ignore the fact that Christian 
heuling was accomplished in Jesus 
time, by himself and hy his disciples, 
und later by his followers for several 
centuries. 

Scientific Basis of Healing 

Admitting that this heuling occurred, 
wo can but see that it was effected 
through the operation of law, und thut 
there must have been a 1'rinciplo and 
u Science back of it. Moreover it is 
very evident that if these were known 
und uppliod toduy, the same heuling 
effects would follow. 

Non-believers in the Bible und in 
what are culled intrudes deny the pos- 
sibility of spiritual powor over mater- 
ial thing because the) >i" not under- 


ing to law, and quite regardless of 
timo and place, they would see that 
the physical changes accompanying 
Christian healing are due to the oper- 
ation of this Principle, in accordance 
with law; and that such Principle, law 
and operation constitute Science. 

It is evident that Christ Jesus con- 
sidered this healing work a very es- 
sential factor of his ministry; indeed 
ho made it a test of Christian disciple- 
ship, for he said, "He that believetli on 
me, the works that 1 do shall ho do 
also"; which means that he who is a 
Christian shall be able to heal Bpiritu 
lly. Surely every Christian must de- 
sire to believe in and to practice 
hristian healing and thereby to ac- 
complish much more than drugs and 
surgery now do, while freeing men 
from the fear, pain, and risk of death, 
too often attending surgical operations 
and the use of drug nostrums. 

Most right minded persons, too, 
ould like to overcome evil with good 
they only knew how; most of us 
ould like to overcome our failings, 
and be right toward our neighbor. 
What we have not known is this, that 
such results follow naturally the 
knowledge that good has more power 
than evil. Few realize that the log- 
al, tlie inevitable, sequence of an un- 
derstanding of the Master’s teachings 
and strict obedience thereto would 
bring about a cessation of all sorrow 
and sickness in the world. 

All those who admit that Christian 
healing is even desirable can but wcl- 
ome a consideration of what it would 
involve, what it would depend upon. 
Let us consider, therefore, whether 
there is a Science, a Principle and law 
which can be applied, and how this 
application can be made. Let us in 
quire also what we can and must do 
with the prevailing belief in matter, 
thut greatest stumbling block to belief 
in the Bible and the fulfilment of its 
promises.

Many of the points for which 
Mrs. Eddy has contended are today 
finding coroboration an a result of 
advance In physical science and In 
psychology. 

We are now ready to concede the 


Phenomena of Nature 

To the student of nature, it becomes 
very evident that there is an intelli- 
gence operating through law, which 
explains the marvels of mineral, vege 
table and animal formation, that there 
is a power or creative force, which is 
materially interpreted in adhesion, co 
liesion and attraction; that there is a 
law whose activities are intimated in 
growth, atomic aggregation, structural 
formation and other phenomena of the 
world about us. To human sense there 
is a creative, governing, controlling 
power or influence, called force or 
energy, and a substance called matter, 
in which this force seems to inhere 
and through which it acts. Even in 
common thought these two are essen- 
tially different. Matter is visible to the 
material senses, force is not; matter 
has mass, force has none; matter oc 
cupies space, force does not. In fact, 
matter is that which is actuated or 
brought into evidence by force. They 
seem to co-exist. 

Matter was formerly believed to be 
an entity separate from force or ener 
gy but recent researches and discov- 
eries have rendered this view untena- 
ble. The unit called the atom which 
was supposed to be the smallest pos- 
sible division of matter substance, is 
now affirmed by physicists to be itself 
composed of thousands of what are 
culled electrons. These electrons are 
infinitesimal particles of electrical en- 
ergy, composed of positive and nega- 
tive churges of electricity, which are 
vibrating with very great velocity. It 
is thus disclosed that the atom is a 
manifestation of force, and that 
atomic aggregation or so-called 
material substance and growth, is 
therefore a form or manifestation of 
energy or force. In short matter is 
now regarded as the appearance, ex- 
ternnlization or projection of force or 
energy, and consequently what we 
touch, tasto, smell, see or hear, is in 
fact force. 

This then brings us to the view point 
of materialistic philosophy and pay 
chology, from which it further uppears 
thut the mental faculties which we 
call sight, hearing, etc., are different 
forms of vibration, and consequently 
what we see, hear, feel, taste, or smell 
is a mental impression. In every cuse 
it is not matter or an object which 
ognlzes or is cognized but u mental 
phenomenon experienced in conscious- 
ness. Thus wo see that we are con- 
scious of existence mentally and the 
things wo uro conscious of uro mental 
impressions objectified — sense phe- 
nomena. It is evident, therefore, even 
from tiie point of view of modern phys- 
icist.-.. although perhaps not yet ad 
milled by them, tiiut existence is con- 
sciousness und thut our present uni- 
verse is our individual impression or 
concept of the universe, the way it ap- 
pears to us through the five physicul 
senses. Thus existence is wholly men- 
tal. All its activities, uppeurance and 
phenomena are mental and must be 
dealt with mentully. Christ Jesus 
proved the mentul nature of mutter 
and existence when he walked on the 
water, stilled the tempest, healed the 
sick, ruised the dead und overcame 
Other muterial conditions. 

Sense Impression Nut Absolute But 
Relative 

It is further evident that the char- 
acter of our existence depends upon 
the character of our consciousness. 
We cannot avoid this conclusion when 
wo think of the differences in personal 
characteristics, in educational bias, 
environment, association und experi- 
ence and what a widely vurying sense 
of existence these differences produce 
in different individuals. Sense pho 
uomenu are, therefore, not ubsolute 
since they depend upon the character 
of tlie perceptive faculties, both nutivo 
and educated, which vary greatly with 
different people. For exumple: let a 
tree be viewed by u botanist, uu urtist 
und a lumberman. The botuuist views 


value. 

Futhermore, the so-called actual 
characteristics of the objective uni- 
verse, size, shape, distance and color, 
are not the same to any two persons, 
for since the lenses of the eyes vary, 
the image made on the rjtina also 
varies and the resulting mental im- 
pressions are necessarily different, 
showing that human perception 1 b rel- 
ative, not absolute. 

Physics does not explain or account 
for anything heyond sense testimony, 
and in order to analyse causation, we 
must go beyond the realm of the 
senses, and interpret and correct our 
mental impressions in order to gain a 
knowledge of the facts. 

Mailer Not Substance 
The chief difficulty in realizing the 
mental nature of matter is the belief 
that matter is substance. We have 
already seen that it is simply a form 
or state of energy, composed of elec- 
trons, and that it is a phenomenon of 
force instead of something apart from 
force. We know that what is called 
organized matter can be destroyed, 
for any material object can be reduced 
to atoms; and, if the atoms are then 
separated into their constituent elec- 
trons, the object as such has com- 
pletely disappeared and what remains 
is a theoretical manifestation of force, 
a mental concept. 

One of the fundamental properties 
of substance is substantiality, which 
is defined as being that which is last- 
ing, that which has real existence, that 
which is actual and not illusory. This 
means that substance is indestructible 
and permanent, and matter cannot 
therefore be real substance, since it is 
both destructible and transitory; it is 
relative, not absolute; a mental con- 
cept, and not a substantive actuality 
outside of consciousness. 

Substance is that of which anything 
is constituted, its body, its structure. 
Hence whatever exists must have sub- 
stance and this must be indestructible. 
To illustrate, a mathematical idea, if 
true, has substance. This substance 
is not material, it is not the visible 
ilgures nor the chalk or ink with 
which they have been made, since 
these can be destroyed. Its substance 
is its truth, a right idea which can 
never be destroyed. It is unchanging, 
permanent, it has the power to remain 
itself. The substance of all real things 
is right thought, which we do not see 
physically but mentally. Matter 
therefore, is not substance since it is 
not substantive. It is but an appear- 
ance of substance to physical sense. 

In the analysis of being it is ex- 
tremely important to perceive that 
there is substance apart from what is 
commonly called matter. This exists 
solely in the reafm of mind or meta- 
physics and is conceived of purely 
metaphysically, for thus only can the 
substantiality of truth or spirit be 
seen, and that which St. Paul refers to 
as “Tlie substance of things hoped for” 
be realized. 

Another difficulty in getting away 
from the material sense of things is 
the dimensional concept of existence. 
Physical sense can perceive only finite 
or physical things. For example, the 
dimensional concept which the senses 
have of mathematical ideas is project- 
ed as finite, concrete figures or quan- 
tities. But it is not the mathematical 
truth which they see, for this truth is

which is effected through spiritual 
means, the power of divine Mind. 
TIioho who still have some lingering 
doubt of this possibility should hear 
In mind that many physicians are now 
admitting the mental causation of dis- 
ease, the effect of the emotions upon 
the secretions and upon functional 
nnd organic activity having been abun- 
dantly proved. 

It is further evident that the mind 
or intelligence which is the source of 
all right ideas, is the intelligence and 
power which may logically be looked 
to as a remedy for all wrong ideas or 
conditions of human experience. The 
natural healing power must be the 
Mind or intelligence which is the un- 
derlying Principle of being. It is ob- 
vious that Truth alone corrects error, 
hence the discord or disease which re- 
sults from false sense, can be put 
away, or healed only through Truth. 
Many who believe in God as the cre- 
ator are so illogical as to believe that 
although He knew enough to make all 
things, H.e does not know enough to 
correct our false sense of w’hat He 
has made. 


Body Is Mental 

Having seen that all the phenomena 
of nature are mental, the projection 
of imperfect human sense, and that 
disease is mental and must be healed 
mentally, it is essential for us to see 
clearly that body Is mental. 

We have seen that matter is a men- 
tal phenomenon, a state of human con- 
sciousness, hence we logically con- 
clude that the so-called material body 
is mental. It is evident that this body 
is not the man, since he is not less- 
ened though he lose a limb. Man’s 
real selfhood or individuality is in 
consciousness, and this is obviously 
mental. 

The appearance as well as the acts 
of a man express his individuality and 
partake of the nature and quality of 
his consciousness. The Scriptures say 
of a mortal, “As he thinketh in his 
heart, so is he." But man does not 
live in a body nor can he be controlled 
by it any more than mathematical 
truth lives in figures or is controlled 
by them. The body of a man is but 
an outward sign or means of human 
identification, and to encourage us to 
think of our existence as apart from 
the material body. St. Paul tells us 
that it is better “to be absent from the 
body, and to be present with the Lord.” 

Let us remember, therefore, that 
discordant conditions of the body are 
in fact due to discordant conditions of 
Imperfect human sense, a sense which 
is not always expressed as conscious 
thought, but w'hich is a part of the 
mentality that creates and governs 
things of which we are not conscious. 
For example, we are not conscious of 
the circulation of the blood nor of the 
assimilation of food, nor of the growth 
of tissues, yet these processes are all 
the manifestations of mentality, and 
w’ould instantly cease were mentality 
removed. A wrong thought, a fear 
may cause a disturbance in organic or 
functional action and then we become 
conscious of some iuharmony. In 
other words, as a man is an individual 
consciousness, and as the body is an 
externalization of consciousness, o' 
which discordant conditions are but 
state, healing can result only as 
change or transformation of this con- 
sciousness is brought about, and this 
must evidently be accomplished men 
tally, through some action of thought, 
since only in this way can the quality 
of consciousness be changed, the 


We are now m a position to examine 
Into the method hy which Christian 
healing Is scientifically demonstrated. 

According to the Scriptural accounts, 
the healing wrought by the Master and 
his disciples, was accomplished 
through mental or spiritual means 
alone, thus through some action of 
thought. Christian Science healing is 
brought about in the same way. In 
both, the healing Principle and law are 
mental, and we are thus led to exam- 
ine Into the nature of Mind and mind 
action. 

Christian Science teaches that Mind 
is that which thinks, that which ex- 
presses itself in ideas, intelligence, 
consciousness. Thus it is the basis 
of all manifestation, the Principle and 
intelligence of the universe. It dis- 
closes that Mind is infinite, and that 
Mind and its ideas constitute all being 
Mind is that which manifests and that 
which is manifested. Thus it is Truth 
or actuality, and there can be no place 
where Truth Is not. Infinity means 
without limitation or boundary, with- 
out beginning or end. without quanti 
tative dimensions. It means omni 
presence, the everywhere present. It 
means omniscience, the all-knowing 
consciousness. It means omnipotence, 
the almighty power. This infinite Mind 
is Spirit, the substance and essence of 
real being; it is Soul, the identity and 
individuality of all right Ideas; it is 
Life, the creating and sustaining Prin 
ciple of all activity; it is Truth, the ac- 
tuality of being; the Love, it is sub- 
stance of ull goodness and harmony. 
This infinite, absolute, perfect, inde 
structible, omnipresent, omnipotent 
being is the incorporeal Father Mother 
God, the divine "Us” of the Scriptures 
whose true nature is revealed through 
Christian Science. 

This divine actuality is the scientific 
basis on which all Christian healing 
is demonstrated, the divine Principle 
whose unlimited power is utilized in 
the overcoming of sin and sickness. 

It follows axiomatically that perfect 
Principle is manifested in perfect 
ideas; hence man and the universe, the 
representation and expression of Mind, 
must partake of its perfect, infinite, 
spiritual nature. Thus we are led to 
accept the truth of one of the funda 
mental statements of Christian Sci- 
ence. viz.: "All is infinite Mind and its 
infinite manifestation” (Science and 
Health, p. 468). Because man is the 
image and likeness of God, like his 
Father, it follows that he must be in- 
corporeal, spiritual, perfect, and that 
the universe must be harmonious, in- 
destructible. spiritual, a realm where- 
in perfect law governs perfectly. 

Christian Science maintains that di- 
vine Mind is the infinite, divine reality, 
which embraces and supports all real 
existence; constituting perfect God. 
perfect man, and perfect universe, 
which cannot be perceived through the 
physical senses but only through un- 
derstanding. 


danger of this method becomes appar- 
ent when we recognize that the quality 
of the mind may be evil and may thus 
transmit evil. In Christian Science 
healing the human mind is not a fac- 
tor for the healing power is djvine 
Truth. Which dftpell error and its ef- 
fects The human will does not enter 
therefore into the opeiation, even as 
in correcting a mathematical error 
we do not use will-power but perceive 
the error as such and apply the cor- 
rective truth. 

One of the cardinal points in Chris- 
tian Science healing is to recognize all 
disease and sin as mesmerism and as 
no more a part of man than It is of 
his Maker, the infinite divine Principle. 

Writing to the Homan's, St. Paul 
says : 

The good that I would I do not: 
but the evil which I would not that I 
do. Now if I do that I would not, it is 
more I that do it, but sin that 
dwelleth in me." 

In conformity with this statement 
of the great Apostle, Christian Science 
teaches that the evil is not the man 
but is always impersonal and only 
acts in so far as it is believed to be 
true by deceived human sense, and 
this separation between man and false 
material belief has a very significant 
relation to the healing of sin as well 
as disease.

is cognized mentally through mathe- 
matical understanding. 

Physical things are but symbols of 
reality. The ideas w’hicfi they may 
express arc not limited to the phy- 
sical expression but exist everywhere. 

Every truth is unlimited and thus in- 
finite for it is everywhere and inde- 
structible. There is but one idea six 
and that six is everywhere, can be 
known and used by everyone, it can 
never lie altered, exhausted or de- 
stroyed, and consequently it is infi- 
nite. 

Life Apurt from Mutter 

All this leuds to the perception that 
there is no life in matter since one of 
the fundamental characteristics of life 
is continuity of existence which, as we 
have seen, cannot be predicated of 
matter. 

We cannot affect mathematical truth 
by anything which may be done to the 
figures, nor can we affect the real life 
of anything but what we may do to its 
material appearing or symbol. When 
figures are written down at random 
without regard to law, they have no 
meaning, no power. It is only when 
they are correctly used that they ex- 
press truth or life. So too when hu- 
man thought conceives of ideas ub 
fragmentary, discordant, temporary, 
without Principle or law, this concept 
is without substance, truth, life or 
power. 

It is thus seen thut there 1b neither 
substance nor life in matter or ma- 
terial phenomena; thut our existence 
is not material, but mental, u state 
of consciousness, und t hat truth and 
life can only be conceived of meta- 
physically. On this plane alone can 
we analyse existence logically and in- 
telligently, und solve its problems. 

In tlie preface to the text-book of 
('hristiun Science, Mrs. Eddy says, 

“The time for thinkers has come.” 

Tliis is surely true, t'hristian healing 
being contrury to the teachings of 
physical science, cunnot be interpret- 
ed on a material busis, it can be un- 
derstood only us we guiu u metaphysi- 
cal or spiritual view point. Mrs. Eddy 
makes it entirely clear that material 
existence is not real existence; thut 
matter is not what it seems to be, und 
that we cannot safely trust the evi- 
dence of the physicul senses. Her 
writings lead thought into the realm 
of the immaterial and divine, they 
show us thut we must look beyond 
physics into metaphysics for cuusutlon 
ami truth. The world is now begin 
niug to feel this dernund. luquiry into | siauic. 


be eliminated and a normal harmoni 
ous state be established. 

Convincing Evidence 
There is an old saying that, "The 
proof of the pudding is in the eating.” 
When 1 first heard of t'hristian Science 
and began its investigation, it seemed 
to me necessary to determine whether 
the claims regarding its healing were 
true.

Especially was 1 convinced when 
found tiiut 1 could obtuin these results 
through my own efforts, the only lim 
italion of ability being my degree of 
understanding, us is the case in every 
science or art. 

The fuct that some few people do 
not seem to be lieulcd through Chris- 
tiuu Science treutment is no more to 
the discredit of Christiun Science than 
is u boy's failure to solve a mathemat- 
ical problem a discredit to mathe- 
matics. Both fuilures ure explained 
the same way. It is said thut Jesus 
"did not many mighty works” in his 
home city "because of their unbelief.” 

When John the Baptist sent two of 
liis disciples to t determine whether 
Christ Jesus was* the Messiah, Jesus 
according to Luke’s statement, having 
cured muuy of their infirmities umi 
plugues. and of evil spirits, and given 
sight unto muny tiiut were blind, an- 
swered them, saying: 

"Go your way. und tell John what 
things ye have seen and heard; how 
thut the blind see, the lame wulk. the 
lepers ure cleunsed. the deuf hear, the 
deud ure ruised. und to the poor the 
gospel is preached. And blessed is he, 
whosoever shull not be offended in 
me.” 

The fact thut Christian Science 
heals can readily be determined by 
any sincere investigutor. umi the

Unreality of Evil Mind 

But if reality is spiritual, perfect, 
there arises the question, “what of 
evil, material discordant conditions 
Here Christian Science explains that, 
as Spirit, the absolute good, is infinite, 
everywhere, there can be no place for 
either evil or matter. It therefore 
classes all phenomena and all experi- 
ences which are unlike perfect God 
and perfect man. as unreal, as false 
concepts projected by erroneous physi- 
cal sense; as untrue beliefs, and 
sustains this contention, by destroy- 
ing these conditions, thus proving 
them untrue, for truth is indestruct- 
ible. Thus it differentiates between 
the actual and seeming and enables us 
to recognize error as error, thereby 
making the separation between error 
and truth. 

Christian Science shows that the so- 
called mind which includes the belief 
in evil, matter and disease, is not real 
Mind but a false concept of mind, the 
Adam dream, which St. Paul terms, 
"the carnal mind which is enmity 
against God,” in other words, God’s 
unlikeness or opposite. This carnal 
mind Christian Science further defines 
as mortal mind, since it includes all 
that is sick, sinning, discordant and 
mortal. It is the inversion or coun- 
terfeit of the immortal divine Mind 
and its betraying characteristic is Un- 
ity as opposed to infinity. All that is 
real is infinite, therefore all that is 
finite is unreal. The unreal beliefs of 
the carnul mind have neither place 
location, nor power, any more than 
has the school boy’s erroneous belief 
that two times two make five. It is 
simply a false concept. 

The initial Step in Healing 

This then is one of the initial and 
essential steps in the Science of Chris 
tian healing — the recognition of the 
unreality of all that which is unlike 
God. that it has but a seeming and not 
an actual existence. Unless this 
stand is unequivocally taken, and 
maintained, t'hristian healing cannot 
be scientifically or successfully demon 
strated 

The first step in the correction of 
any mistake is the perception of the 
mistake. So long as we believe error 
to be real and true, we cannot correct 
it. Christian Science reveals the un- 
true nuture of mortal mind and its 
substratum, matter, and shows that 
material, discordant conditions must 
be dealt with us error, for only on that 
basis can truth heal them, as is the 
case with the correction of any other 
error. 

The order of scientific ('hristiun 
healing therefore is expressed first, in 
the knowing of perfect God und per- 
fect man, followed by the recognition 
of the erroneous nature of disease, sin 


Human Sense Healed 

The healiug work is accomplished in 
the human mind by bringing about a 
change of consciousness wherein lies 
the belief in error which has to be 
corrected. This human mind is that 
quality of consciousness which em- 
braces error and yet which can begin 
to know divine Truth. It is the plane 
on which the real can reach the un- 
real. It is a kind of clearing house 
where Truth can be known, where 
error can be corrected and where har- 
mony can be established. It is a 
transitional stage of experience in 
which transformation takes place, 
through the renewal of the mind. It 
is an imperfect consciousness, still in- 
fluenced by error, but one to which 
the saving Christ can come, healing it 
of its erroneous beliefs and renewing 
it with the mind of Christ. Mortal 
mind or the carnal mind is wholly 
evil and erroneous but the human 
mind, although containing much error, 
possesses also some good. It is this 
element of good which is quickened 
and enlarged through the appearance 
of the Christ in consciousness, and 
which will eventually be so trans- 
formed that all error will be destroyed 
and the perfect, spiritual, harmonious 
consciousness of the real man be es- 
tablished. 

Christian Science heals sin in the 
same manner that it heals sickness, 
by recognizing the fact that evil is 
the opposite of good or the absence 
of good, and thus has neither Principle 
nor power; that it is no part of God’s 
creation since in the infinity of good 
there can be no place for evil. It 
shows that evil is a lie, "a liar, and the 
father of it.” as Jesus termed it, and 
that it exists in the human conscious- 
ness only as a false belief of good. 
When Christian Science reaches the 
consciousness of the sinner, it shows 
him the deceptive character of evil, 
and awakens him from the mesmeric 
dream, the bondage in which he has 
been held. He is thus set free and 
evil no longer appeals to him. He 
ceases indulging in it because the de- 
sire has been destroyed by the pres- 
ence and power of divine Love, he has 
begun to work out his salvation 
through Christ. 


Three Modes of Healing 1 

Christian Science healing reaches 
the individual in three ways. First, 
through reading of Christian Science 
or hearing it spoken. This healing is 
accomplished when the truth of the 
written or spoken word enters a re- 
ceptive consciousness and brings about 
a change in the quality of the thought, 
so that there is an awakened interest, 
a new view point, a clearer vision, an 
uplifted sense, a removal of fear, a 
yearning satisfied, the darkness of evil 
dispelled, and the brightness and pow- 
er of good made manifest ; the majes- 
ty. glory and presence of infinite divine 
Mind revealed. This improved con- 
sciousness is then externalized in im- 
proved bodily conditions, and health 
and harmony are expressed. It sure- 
ly proves the divinity of Christian Sci- 
ence for the healing is solely the re- 
sult of the declaration of divine Truth. 

Second, healiug is effected through 
the effort made by a person to apply 
the Principle and rule of Christian 
Science to his own problem. This is 
accomplished by the study of the Bible 
and the Christian Science text-book 
and by the application of the Master’s 
teaching in a scientific way. whether 
it be a case of disease, sin or other 
discord. This healing likewise results 
from the destruction of erroneous be- 
liefs by the presence of divine Truth 
and la)ve in consciousness. 

Third, healing is effected through 
the effort made by one person to apply 
truth to the problems of another per- 
son. The possibility of one person 
healing another through mental eu- 
deavor has often been doubted and 
misunderstood, especially in Christian 
Science healing where there is uo 
transfer of mortal thought. This heal- 
ing is explained by the fact that a 
problem presented to a practitioner for 
solution becomes the practitioner’s 
problem and is affected by his thought 
of Truth. When oue knows the truth 
and reflects it. thut consciousness be- 
comes more spiritual and everything 
included in it und to which it is direct- 
ed is benefited thereby. The patieut

will apply this law of God exactly and 
honestly. 

Respecting this Mrs. Kddy has said: 

“To-day the healing power of Truth 
is widely demonstrated as an imma- 
nent. eternal Science, Instead of a 
phenomenal exhibition. Its appearing 
is the coming anew of the gospel of 
'on earth peace, good-will toward men.’ 
This coming, as was promised by the 
Master, is for its establishment as a 
permanent dispensation among men; 
but the mission of Christian Science 
now, as in the time of its earlier dem- 
onstration is not primarily one of 
physical healing. Now, as then, signs 
and wonders are w rought in the meta- 
physical healing of physical disease; 
but these signs are only to demon- 
strate its divine origin, — to attest the 
renllty of the higher mission of the 
Chrlst-power to take away the sIiib of 
the world" (Science and Health, p. 
150). 

Christian Science Treatment 

A Christian Science treatment, or 
the scientific application of divine 
Principle, consist fundamentally of it 
clear knowing of the nature of God 
and the real man, and the consequent 
recognition of the unreality of matter 
and evil. It involves nn analysis of 
that which is to be healed, a spiritual 
discernment of the mental causes of 
the trouble, nnd u correct application 
of the antidoting divine Truth which 
will correct ami remove these causes. 
Although this is a mental process, it 
is not u mere repetition of words but 
rather the reflection of divine Love 
through spiritual consciousness. It 
brings about not merely a physical 
change but improves the patient mor- 
ally. mentally and spiritually. It 
brings a man nearer to God and chang- 
es his standpoint from a material to 
a spiritual basis. It uplifts his 
thought, gives him power over evil 
and improves his whole being in the 
degree that he can grasp its truth, 
Christian Scientists know that "with 
God all things are possible" and that 
Christian Science can accomplish all 
the wonders of infinite Mind. Hence 
they are striving day by day to have 
in them more of the Mind that was in 
Christ, that they may demonstrate this 
healing power more and more effectu- 
ally. They are deeply grateful today 
for the good that has already come to 
them and the good they have been able 
to do to others, especially that they 
have learned to know the unreality 
of evil and have thus begun to defend 
themselves against its influence or 
control, against every temptation and 
assault of evil mind, or animal mag- 
netism. They are grateful to know 
that there is a perfect and compassion- 
ate God who will guide them and sus- 
tain them, "a very present help in 
trouble.” 

Each of us can begin today to im- 
prove our thought and life. We are 
thinking something all of the time and 
we can begin to think more of what is 
good and true, bearing in mind the 
supremacy of good and thus increas- 
ing its presence in our consciousness. 
We can begin to think more about life 
than death, more about harmony than 
discord, more about success than fail- 
ure, more about Joy than sorrow, more 
about love than hate, and with earnest 
desire and honest endeavor our faith 
in God will grow until we , begin to 
experience some of the "peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding." 

Love for Mrs. Eddy 

The love and gratitude which Chris- 
tian Scientists feel toward Mrs. Eddy 
is not to be wondered at when one 
takes into account the great good 
which has come into their lives as the 
result of her teachings. People are 
grateful to one who bus helped them 
out of a serious difficulty, supplied 
some great need or rescued them from 
some disaster.

of the memorial to Sarah Hull on Wal- 
nut street, near the Technical High 
school on the ground that It excited 
ridicule, was unsightly and was finan- 
cially injurious to surrounding prop- 
erty. 

On recommendation of committees, 
leave to withdraw was granted H. U 
Johnson for a public garage on Com- 
monwealth avenue near Manet road, 
to E. A. Knight for howling alley li- 
censes. J. H. Martin for common vic- 
tualler license. Edison Co. for poles on 
Page road, for Improvement of Clark 
street, to Fannie W. Fogg for abate- 
ment of sewer assessment. Newton 
Ixidge Q. t\ of O. F. was granted a 
pool table license. Emma Baldwin a 
common victualler license on Boyl- 
ston street. Max Silverman a trans- 
fer of junk license to Chandler street. 
Levi Cooley. Prescott street and Ed- 
win S. Webster of Hammond street, 
license to maintain private garages, 
the Evan Friction Cone Co. to keep 
gasolene on Needham street, the Tele- 
phone and Edison Co. for poles on 
Dedham street, and the Edison Co. for 
poles on Linwood avenue, a hearing 
was assigned on widening of Rowe 
street, sewers were ordered in Elliot 
and Centre streets, and one hour al- 
lowed city laborers to vote at regular 
and primary elections. The recom- 
mendation of the Mayor to purchase 
the Lower Falls playground was 
deemed inexpedient. 

Alderman Hollis opposed the ma- 
jority report refusing to grant a junk 
shop license to N. Lipschitz saying 
that this man was merely a junk 
broker. He did not collect from house 
to house but bought junk from the lo- 
cal collectors, and as the same kind of 
business was being done in this city 
every day by men who came from Bos- 
ton. the aldermen thought it only fair 
to authorize a Newton citizen to do the 
same kind of business. Alderman 
Cabot said that 16 of the 19 junk li- 
censes were located in this part of the 
city and he strenuously opposed any 
increase in number or any enlargement 
of rights of those now in the business. 
The report of the committee was then 
accepted. 

There was a long debate on the mat- 
ter of granting M. T. Mehigan a per- 
mit for a public garage on Common- 
wealth avenue near Fuller street. 
This matter had been refused at the 
last meeting and came up under a no- 
tice of reconsideration given by Al- 
derman Clark, and at whose request 
the board reconsidered its previous 
action. The permit was favored by 
Aldermen Clark, Alley, Early and 
Bartlett and opposed by Aldermen 
Pratt, Rice, Hapgood and Cabot and 
was again refused by a sanding vote 
of 13 to 6. Orders were adopted re- 
questing the Chief of Fire Dept, to be 
present at the next meeting of the 
board with report on fire hazard of our 
school buildings, and a report of the 
inspection of cellars and basements so 
far as it relates to school buildings, 
and for a committee to consider the ad- 
visability of placing fire alarm boxes 
in each school house. 

A select committee was ordered ap- 
pointed to look over election returns 
and the board adjourned at 10 o’clock.

ardson, aged 13 years be allowed to 
take part in an entertainment in Play- 
ers Hall.

Creditable Performance by the Newton 
Amateur Opera Association 


The successful presentation by the 
Newton Amateur Opera Association 
of "The Serenade” at Flayers’ Hall. 
West Newton. Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings, delighted largo audiences 
and again proved the ability of this or- 
ganization to interpret compositions of 
greatest musical possibilities. Origin- 
ally introduced by the Hostoninns. one 
of the most famous opera companies of 
its time on the American stage, “The 
Serenade" possesses a charm which 
years cannot dispel.

night hurry to their homes nnd know 
few people outside of their own circle. 
They are able men and good men and 
successful business men hut they are 
men of affairs of Boston nnd not of 
Newton. We have had tunny such men 
in our Board of Aldermen. The phrase 
“business men in politics” sounds 
catchy nnd politicious nnd are making 
capital out of It nnd are putting it 
across in many instances. What New- 
ton needs is men on the Job. You can- 
not tlimtlnm a Newton business man 
nnd I hope you will tnke Interest 
enough to see that our Board is at 
least one-half business men. I am 
sure that if more of you were in City 
Hall there would he less politics nnd 
more businesslike constructive work 
nnd much good would result from the 
government of the Garden City.” 

Alderman Rice was the next speaker 
and his subject was "A Business Ad- 
ministration.'’ He said in pnrt: "l ’in 
just a plain business man. a man like 
yourself. I’ve lived honestly and have 
kept out of jnil. This is my first poli- 
tical speech. 1 feel about campaigning 
like a woman who went into a deli- 
catessen store nnd said to the pro- 
prietor. ‘Mr. Isaacs, what is it I smell?’ 
The answer was quickly forthcoming. 
•Business, it’s rotten.’ Gentlemen, I 
maintain that the administration of 
the affairs of hte city should be taken 
out of politics. What we want is plain 
efficient business men. A doctor for 
a doctor’s job; a lawyer for a lawyer’s 
job and a businessman for a business- 
man’s job. Running a city is a busi- 
ness affair and should be absolutely 
divorced from politics. Newton though 
Republican in politics should be more 
democratic in the administration of 
her municipal affairs. The Board of 
Aldermen annually appropriates more 
than one and a half million dollars for 
the city of Newton. Any Mayor who 
allows a single dollar of this to he 
wasted is not fitted to hold the office. 
As a business proposition Newton is 
not well governed. The heads of de- 
partments are too handicapped by 
customs handed down by their pre- 
decessors. If elected Mayor 1 would 
strive to keep down taxes hut not at 
the expense of the pleasures and en- 
joyment of the citizens. Not by appro- 
priating more money, hut by making 
the same amount of money accomplish 
results is my Idea of the conduct of 
of the city’s affairs.” 

Mr. Blakemore said that the tax rate 
was the most difficult question which 
came before the city government. 
That the question was one of judgment 
in making what expenditures the citi- 
zens desired ami still not raising the 
tax rate so high as to drive out 
the personal property tax payers 
who pay a large part of the 
city expenses, and that if the mayor’s 
budget had been adopts this year 
our tax rate would have been over $19. 
He pointed out that at the last election 
the Constitution of Massachusetts had 
been amended to permit special taxa- 
tion of intangible personal property 
and that the legislature would un- 
doubtedly this year amend our tax 
laws in accordance with the permission 
given in the amended Constitution and 
that an expert on taxation would he 
of great help to the city during the 
porjod of tuo wo.k.ng out of the vari 
ous problems of the new system. 

Mr. Blakemore said that as an al 
derraan he had been in favor of making 
all possible arrangements to give con- 
tinuous employment to city laborers; 
that he was now in favor of beginning 
the execution of definite plans to meet 
| the growth of the future in accordance 
with the suggestions of the Planning 
Board; that such work meant an im- 
provement in the city itself, the at- 
traction to the city of the most desir- 
able class of citizens, and it also meant 
work and money for the laboring man 
and prosperity to local business men 
and landowners. 

Mr. Blakemore pointed out that the 
various suggestions of Mr. Rice had 
either been tried at City Hall before 
liis election there and found imprac- 
tical or had already been put into ef- 
fect. 

At the close of his remarks Pres. 
Cozens gave an opportunity for ques- 
tioning the speakers and many took 
advantage of the chance. 

Alderman Rice said that Mr. Bluke- 
more’s remarks proved him to be a 
poor business man and a mediocre 
lawyer. 

Mayor Childs replied to various 
questions by saying that lie had given 
practically ull of his time to city af- 
fairs and that he intended to continue 
the practice. He said that no man 
could pull the city out of the condition 
in two years that it had taken twenty- 
live to get in. In speaking about the 
Comptroller of Accounts he snid he 
was a fine man but that he was used 
I by the Finance Committee to act as 
City Manager. He said the spot light 
had been on ’him, the Mayor, to allow 
him up hut tlie only thing they hud 
against him was the Nagle case and 
in tiiat he acted like u gentleman.

The Newton Library 
stands sixth in its circulation, only be- 
ing exceeded by Boston, Springfield, 
Worcester, Cambridge and Somerville, 
i .a proud in having the lurgest clr- 


The delegates from the federated 
clubs of Massachusetts to the Fall 
meeting of the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs were up 
and on their way to Beverly bright 
and early last Friday morning, Nov. 
5th. At least two carloads went down 
on the 8.35 train, an hour earlier than 
the one announced, and so many cars 
were required for the later one that 
it was necessary to send them as a 
special train. The consequent delay 
and the severe rain hindered the del 
egates in reaching the church, so that 
the morning session wns considerably 
late In beginning, a fact always to he 
regretted however unavoidable it may 
he. 

In a few brief words Mrs. Whitman 
G. Stickney, president of the Lothrop 
Club, the hostess of the occasion, wel- 
comed the delegates to Beverly and 
Mrs. Perkins in her response struck 
a liigh note when she said thlfr an or 
ganization proves its value by its serv- 
ice to the age in which it lives, and 
by providing for the greatest good of 
the greatest number. She urged the 
realization of each membei* of her 
responsibility for the Federation, for 
it is measured by the temper and spirit 
of the individual members. Let har- 
mony. unity and efficiency be its watch- 
words. 

On account of illness Mr. Thomas 
Mott Osborne, who was to have been 
the speaker, was unable to be present, 
hut his place was ably filled by Hon. 
Francis Neilson, a member of the 
British Parliament. Ho humorously 
alluded to his coming to America for 
rest and quiet, but ever since his ar- 
rival he has been travelling from city 
to city making one, two and three 
addresses a day. This, ho said, was 
the first time he had had the honor 
of addressing an audience of Ameri- 
can women, although he had formerly 
lived for a number of years in this 
country and had taken back to Eng- 
land with him a Boston wife and two 
New York children. Under the title 
of “Some Sign Posts of Democracy” 
Mr. Neilson told of the part which wo- 
men are taking in England in the 
great movements for freedom. Strife 
is everywhere apparent. The people 
of Britain are trying to rise, economi- 
cally towards, justice, socially to 
break down the barriers of class, re- 
giously against denominalism, in- 
dustrially against false economic bas- 
es. Women’s relation to party politic! 
in England differs from that in this 
country. There they have political or- 
ganizations all their own and work 
independently from the men’s. The 
fact of these organizations signifies a 
profound discontent with things as 
they are. Woman has become curious 
in England, lienee her part in party 
politics. Politically woman is a chatel 
slave, economically she has no rights. 
Socially she is beginning to break the 
harriers down, as is instanced by the 
formation of these Liberal Clubs 
whose delegates go up to the Federa- 
tion meetings in London for a week, 
where it is difficult to tell the differ- 
ence between the lace maker earning 
24 shillings a week and the duchess. 
The men there don’t show a great de- 
sire to deal with tilings intelligently 
as women do. They have brought 
about a revolution in the divorce laws, 
they have secured medical inspectors, 
and succeeded in putting the maternity 
cluuse into the Insurance Act, and 
they are revolting against the taxing 
system. Women are quicker to see 
where and how a tiling lias failed and 
they are more ready to muke experi- 
ments, they are diving down to the 
fundamentals. They will be a tre- 
' mendous force when the War is over. 

I Many of his descriptions of condi- 
tions in rural England were harrow- 
ing in tin; extreme, the pitiful wages, 
the tilo-shift houses und other things 
almost unbelievable, to better which 
the men seem to be too Htolid or un- 
comprehending to lift a finger. His 
address threw a flood of light upon 
English conditions which explain 
things that Amreicu has been unable 
to understand. 

Mr. Edward T. Hartman then spoke 
of Hie Prison Situation in Massachu- 
sen%, referring to some of the condi- 
tions which had been described by Mr. 
Neilson us the causes for our prison 
problems. After telling of present ur- 
rangements and pointing out wherein 
they huve failed, he urged classifica- 
tion of criminals anti an improvement 
of the parolle system and the indeter- 
niinunte sentence. At present we ru- 
lease them without referuce to cure. 
We should put them hack on their feet 
and not turn them out only to he sent 
hack uguin after u brief space. The 
trouble is we run from the truth, we 
stick to the old ideas, we ure con- 
stantly looking backward und never 
looking forward. 


The afternoon session was called to 
order by the first vice-president. Mrs. 
Claude U. Gilson. Miss Elizabeth I>n- 
tlinm rendered charmingly a group of 
songs and then followed a report of 
the Council Meeting of the General 
Federation held nt Portland, Oregon, 
last June, by Mrs. Perkins, the Feder- 
ation’s delegate. There were about 
1000 in attendance, Massachusetts 
standing fifth with seven representa- 
tives. Miss Ann Rhoades, a member 
of the New York Ixical Biennial Board, 
extended cordial invitation for the 
Massachusetts women to come to New 
York for the Biennial next May. The 
new Seventh Regiment Armory has 
been secured as the place for holding 
the convention. 

Three new clubs, the Marblehead 
Woman’s, the Woman’s Club of Holden 
and the Unity Club of Wilmington were 
presented and the president of each 
told briefly of the objects and aims. 

Interest in the afternoon session 
centred in the business. Mrs. W. H. 
Alline. chairman of the Credential 
committee, reported that 211 clubs 
were represented, also there were 30 
State delegates, with a total registra- 
tion of 509 delegates entitled to take 
part in discussion and to vote. Cush- 
ing’s New Manual was adopted for the 
parliamentary authority for the meet- 
ing and the presence of an expert par- 
liamentarian. Miss Rhoades of New 
York, insured the proceedings being 
carried on in a fair and orderly man- 
ner. The question of adopting the 
amendment to the by-laws, the addi- 
tion of "To this end a neutral position 
shall he strictly maintained on all 
partisan, sectarian and controversial 
subjects” to the objects oi the Feder- 
ation as already set forth in the by- 
laws, was discussed to the extent of 
two or more hours. The speeches on 
both sides showed intense feeling, but 
for the most part the session was or- 
derly and dignified. Upon being put 
to vote the amendment was lost, the 
proponents being unable to secure the 
required two-thirds’ vote. The vote 
as it stood was 251 in favor and 229 
opposed. The second amendment, that 
of making Shattuck’s Advanced Rules 
the parliamentary authority of the 
Federation, was owing to the lateness 
of the hour and some difference of 
opinion as to the best authority to 
adopt, referred to a committee of five, 
the president being the chairman and 
to appoint the other members, to re- 
port as the first business of the annual 
meeting next spring. After a vote of 
thanks to the hostess the meeting ad- 
journed about five o'clock and the del- 
egates returned to Boston by special 
train.

Miss Grace M. Burt, Editor. 

The President’s I .otter in the Gen- 
eral Federation Magazine for Novem- 
ber is devoted chiefly to the presenta- 
tion of a nation-wide campaign to he 
known as "Baby Week," March 4 to 
11, 1916. A few quotations from Mrs. 

ennyhacker’s letter follow: 

'Phis decade has brought a profound 
interest in the question of how to save 
the lives of the thousands of babies 
who die yearly, and whose deaths we 
know may bo prevented. 

The words "infant mortality" are no 
longer n vague technical phrase. We 
know that they mean the relation be- 
tween the number of babies under one 
year of age who die each year to the 
number of Irnhies born nlive during 
that year. We know that a rate for 
a whole country as low as 61 per 
1,000 (that of New Zealand) is a pos- 
sibility; and that rates of our cities, 
varying from 70 per 1000 to 250 per 
1000 and nbove represent conditions 
that must be changed. A high infant 
mortality rate means to us now the 
thought of wnste and pain and sorrow; 
that we can and must prevent. 

During the past year and a half, 
baby weeks have been held in cities 
and towns throughout the United Stat- 
es. Chicago held the first baby week, 
April 19 to 25, 1914; New York City, 
the second, June 20 to 26, 1914. This 
year other cities have followed — Pitts- 
burgh, Grand Rapids, Detroit, Staten 
Island, Yonkers, Long Beach, Cal., and 
many more. 

The unqualified success of these 
campaigns has established beyond ar- 
gument the value of baby week as a 
factor in the baby-saving movement. 

There have been several main pur- 
poses for all these baby weeks: 

1. The teaching to the mothers and 
fathers of fundamental facts with re- 
gard to the care of babies. Chief 
among these is the fact that breast 
milk is the greatest safeguard against 
sickness. 

2. The bringing home to the com- 
munity a knowledge of the facts re- 
garding the needless deaths of its bab- 
ies, and u realization of the ways in 
which it must protect them. 

Everywhere the baby weeks, by their 
success as community campaigns, have 
shown that ull the different elements 
in a community recognize the force 
and expediency of these purposes. 

The baby-saving campaign, so nam- 
ed, may vary between a simple com- 
munity program of publicity, with 
meetings and days devoted to tho con- 
sideration of the subject of the baby, 
and an elaborate campaign, including, 
besides these, other special features, 
such as an exhibit, a health confer- 
ence, outings, etc. The first type of 
baby week may be carried on any- 
where at little or no expense. The 
latter type of baby week can only be 
carried out successfully in communi- 
ties where there is a general realiza- 
tion among many workers and the 
representatives of various interests of 
the need of a campaign which will in- 
volve considerable labor and expense.

Hon treasury has no money for Hi is 
purpose. Mrs. Donald M. Blair, the 
new General Federation Secretary, 
staled that only about 100 clubs hold 
direct membership in the General Fed- 
ration and suggested the advisability 
of more clubs joining this year since 
tlie next Biennial is to be in New York. 
Mrs. Arthur W. Lane, the new Cor- 
responding Secretary, spoke of the ne- 
cessity for unselfishness, broadminded- 
ness and unceasing devotion upon the 
part of both clubs and Federation. 
Mrs. Fred Richards Lufkin, the Assist- 
ant Clerk, suggested that each club up 
point some one to collect subscriptions 
lo the Bulletin. Mrs. Frunk R. Haw- 
ley, the Clerk, said that she learned 
the lesson of punctuality in her work 
lor the Federation and pointed out 
how much simpler would be all Feder- 
ation work should all the presidents 
learn it also. Mrs. Arthur A. llihbard, 
former corresponding secretary and 
now a vice-president, emphasized the 
rules regarding tickets and referred 
tlie presidents to the Manual for much 
Information to be had there. Mrs. 
Herbert J. Gurney, also a vice-presi- 
uent, mentioned the two elements nec- 
essary for true cooperation, knowl- 
edge of the aims and the ability to see 
i lungs front the point of view of the 
other party. She also urged the desir- 
ability of varying the delegates to Fed- 
eration meetings that knowledge of its 
aims may be spread umong a larger 
number. Mrs. Royal Whiton, second 
vice-president, urged attendance upon 
the conferences. Mrs. Claude U. Gil- 
son, first vice-president, touched upon 
the tendency of each one to expect the 
other fellow is going to have the clev- 
er idea. Each one has to put in some- 
thing. In referring to one of the 
speakers who had mentioned the feel- 
ing of isolation of the club at a dis- 
uiuce she did not consider this wholly 
a disadvantage, for this very distance 
hud made them learn to depend upon 
themselves. She closed with the story 
of a woman who had been in the habit 
of dividing herself between two 
churches and told how the minister of 
one of them hud confided to her that 
the difficulty was that when she was 
pleased she said “our," but when she 
was displeased it was "your." 

At the request of the Hyde Park 
women Dr. Hall was allowed a short 
time in which to tell of the dangers 
from rabies if dogs are not muzzled. 
Mrs. Anna Harris Smith of the Animal 
Rescue League hud been asked to 
speak on the other side of the ques- 
tion, hut being unable to be present 
sent a letter, which was reud stating 
the League’s position in the matter, it 
being emphatically opposed loward 
such a measure on the grouud that it 
is base cruelty. 

The remuiuing time was given up to 
a description of what several clubs 
have done in the way of forming class- 
es for immigrants, notably those in 
Wakefield during the past summer. 
After a vote of thanks to the two hos- 
tesses, the company adjourned to the 
room below for a social hour.

Presidents’ Conference 

The Conference of the Presidents of 
the federated clubs drew an unusually 
large number of club women to Hyde 
Park on Wednesday, October 20, The 
welcome was extended by Mrs. Robt. A, 
Falconer, president of the Current 
Events Club, one of the hostesses of 
the occasion, the other one being the 
Thought Club. Mrs. George W. Per- 
kins, president of the Federation, in 
her opening address, urged the clubs 
to he sure to know the problems first 
and then to set to work to solve them. 
She announced the subject of discus- 
sion lor the afternoon as “The Spirit 
of Co-operation." During the first hour 
the various members of the Executive 
Board spoke briefly on some phase of 
co-operation und the fact that twenty- 
one were able to bring some valuable 
message within the allotted time is an 
indication of the ability and develop- 
ment of the club women within the 
last few years. Mrs. W. S. Ripley, Jr., 
emphasized promptness in the answer- 
ing of letters, the sending of delegates 
to Federation meetings and confer- 
ences, attention to Federation notices 
und the ability to get the point of view 
of the other person. Mrs. J. Hurry 
Poole urged the way of co-operating 
rather than the need of it. Mrs. Maud 
Wood Purk told an apt story of the 
Koreun women whom she had met on 
her visit to that country who do noth- 
ing but merely sit. This she thought 
was often too much the attitude of 
many of our clubs. If our clubs are 
to have life they must first discuss 
and then work. Miss Sophie Fried- 
man urged that each club strive for 
tlie enforcement of the law providing 
for the appointment of police women. 
Mrs. Charles 11. Hluine spoke of need 
of Ha* strengthening of the club thru 
the individual members and touched 
upon the need for study of parliamen- 
tary law. Mrs. Irving O. Palmer lik- 
ened the Federation not to the con- 
glomerate mass of pudding stone, hut 
to tin- block of polished marble, both 
useful and beautiful. Mrs. J. E. 
Plimpton reminded the audience of the 
discouragement of the leader or presi- 
dent whose enthusiasm fails to find 
response, when there is no coopera- 
tion. Miss Carolyn V. Tucker, presi- 
dent of the Ware Social Science Club, 

a club twenty-live years’ old before 
it joined the Federation, — spoke of the 
disadvantage of being at a distance 
from tlie centre of Federation activi- 
ties, hut referred to the tremendous 
impulse for good they had experienced 
since they had become members of the 
Federation. Mrs. F. H. Esters of Gar 
dner confessed tiiat her club members 
liked "to sit” and expressed the 
thought that the co-operation comes 
lirst in the individual club. Mrs. J. W. 
Cooper of Plymouth likened the Fed- 
eration to the hub, while the clubs ure 
tlie spokes all hound together by the 
rim of service. Mrs. F G. Barn r, the 
editor of the Bulletin of the Federa- 
tion, asked for contributions and for 
subscriptions. Mrs. G. M. Baker said 
tiiat we are more and more realizing 
tlie lull truth of the suylng, "In union 
there is strength.” 

Mrs. Lena R. Wellington, the treas- 
urer, naturally spoke of fiuanciul mat 
tors, Hie prompt payment of dues and 
made tin? suggestion that the Individ- 
ual clubs remember when inviting Fed 
eratton representatives to pay their 


THE AFTER MATH 

The after-election press, almost 
without an exception, is united iu the 
same message that New Jersey guve 
to the country utter her ejection, "Du 
layed, but not Defeated-.” Under the 
heading, "Suffrage Loses a Battle, but 
Will Win Its War,” the New ' York 
Americuu says: 

"It is needless to urge the devoted 
women whose gallant light for suffrage 
in this und neighboring States ended 
yesterday in defeat, to take heart, close 
up their ranks uud move on to the ul- 
timate victory that is certain. No 
moral issue ever stirred so deeply the 
voters of New York us the appeal for 
equal suffrage — and what is true of 
Now York in this respect is equully 
true of Pennsylvania and Massachu- 
setts. The suffrage revolution bus be- 
gun, and will not turn backward.” 

The New York Sun declures that the 
heavy majorities are by no means con- 
clusive as to the coming future, and 
continues: "The total of the male vote 
polled for equal rights for tho other 
sex is impressive enough to remove 
this perennial campaign from the cat- 
egory of crunk causes and fantastic 
ideas and to place it definitely among 
those political movements which tail 
under temporary conditions by per- 
centages that signify postponement 
rather than burial.” 

The Springfield Republicuu lays the 
dofeat to Eastern conservatism, but 
sees iu it only a temporary deluy iu 
tho progress of democracy: 

"It is the deadly persistence of this 
cuuse that insures it against any kind 
of discouragement. Defeats for fifty 
years past have failed to suppress it 
and the latest defeat, or series of de- 
feats, in scverul Eastern Status, can 
huvo no effect whatever iu killing the 
movement. Tho women who furnish 
tho main motive power of agitation are 
everywhere filled with a conviction, 
akin lo religious fervor, tliut they must 
achieve for their sex a higher slutus 
in the great commonwealth of dernoe 
racy. Nothing cun prevent their sue 
cess in the cud, unless democracy is 
doomed to fuilure. If women cun nev- 
er be giveu u fair shuru iu government 
then government by tlie people must 
bo regarded us founded on a fallacy, 
and the sooner that partial government 
oy the people which we now have is 
discarded the less will be tlie loss to 
society in elficieucy of administration 
iu future generations.

in each building showing the location 
of the nearest fire alarm box, that tel- 
ephone service in each school building 
be made immediately available for 
giving lire alurm calls, and that the 
school committee be requested to re- 
move the class for backward and de- 
ficient children from the third floor of 
the Clallin school. An order for $200 
for plans, etc. for a fire proof stair well 
at this building was referred to the Fi- 
nance committee. 

A report was received from the City 
Clerk and committee on elections and 
an order adopted declaring the result 
of the recent state election in this city. 

Chief Randlett in response to the 
order of the board sent in a report of 
progress on the matter of fire hazard 
and inspection of schools buildings of 
which the following is the most inter- 
esting. — 

“We found no accumulation of rub- 
bish :n basements, as a whole they 
were clean and in excellent condition. 

"The fire hazard so far as danger to 
pupils is concerned, lies in the wood 
construction in basements, especially 
around stairways leading to the first 
floor, and in lurnbei stored for sloyd 
and manual training work, and any 
rubbish that may be left or overlooked 
by janitors. 

The school board has provided fire 
extinguishers, one on each floor and 
one in the basements. In my opinion 
the best protection would be the in- 
stalling of sprinkler systems in all 
basements and placing special fire 
boxes in all buildings. I understand 
that a life has never been lost in a 
building equipped with sprinklers. 

"As to the method of inspection of 
basements we have for many years 
been inspecting basements of apart- 
ment houses, stores and schools and 
I think with good results as we have 
had no bad basement fires. But this 
work has not been done regularly and 
no record of inspections have been 
kept. During this year we have es- 
tablished a regular inspection of stores 
and apartment houses basements at 
Newton, Newtonville, West Newton, 
Auburndale, Newton Highlands and 
Nonantum. The men in these districts 
making frequent inspections and a 
record of dates of inspection end the 
conditions found are recorded on cards 
for that purpose or on the House 
record book. Up to tills time no record 
of house inspections has been kept, al- 
though many inspections have been 
made, mostly by myself. I have now 
placed the inspection of school build- 
ings with the men doing inspection 
work with instructions to cover all 
school buildings in their district at 
least once a month, a record of the 
same to be kept on cards. 

The nomination of Mr. James King- 
man as a member of the Planning 
Commission was taken from the table 
and unanimously confirmed. 

The board adjourned at 8.15 o’clock.

THE CIVIC CLUB OF NEWTON 

Candidates lor Mayor Present at Smoke Talk on 
Tuesday Evening 


The Civic Club of Newton, nn organ- 
ization of gentlemen who have served 
the city government In some elective 
office, held an interesting meeting 
Tuesday evening at the Newton Club, 
with President I). Fletcher Harbor in 
the chair nnd the three candidates for 
mayor as the guests and speakers. 
There were about 60 members present. 

Ex-alderman Artnur W. Blakemore 
was the first speaker nnd said that if 
elected mayor lie would decide eftch 
question on Its merits. He believed 
thnt there wore three important con- 
siderations to be faced. The personal 
property of the city at the last valu- 
ation decreased a half million and the 
situation was only snved by an in- 
crease of two millions in real estate. 
The first budget of Mayor Childs was 
the same ns was recommended by the 
preceding city government. The bud- 
get of the present year as submitted 
would have given us a tax rate of $19. 
As mayor Mr. Blakemore would not 
shift this responsibility upon the 
shoulders of the aldermen as he be- 
lieved it to be the duty of the mayor 
to see to it that the tax rate was rea- 
sonable. The new laws on taxation 
will revolutionize the present system 
and the city may have to face a seri- 
ous financial situation. Mr. Blake- 
more said thnt he had studied taxation 
and had written a book on the Bubject 
which' had been frequently quoted in 
taxation questions. He believed that 
he would be able to safeguard the city 
in this respect. City Planning must 
be considered in the near future. New- 
ton for some years prior to 1906 had 
accomplished a great deal on these 
lines in building Commonwealth ave- 
nue, Washington street widening ana 
depressing the tracks. We have now 
had a rest for about ten years and it 
is our duty now to provide something 
for the future. It is cheaper to do 
things now with a city of 40,000 than 
it will be when we have 75,000. 


Mr. Blakemore said that as an al- 
derman he had proposed a solution of 
the school appropriation problem, 
which had ben quite serious, by advo- 
cating a resolution that the increase 
in school appropriations should be 
based on the incrense in enrolment, at 
a cost per capita no greater than at 
present. This agreement had been ac- 
cepted nnd had removed a patent cause 
of friction. In the mntter of sewer as- 
sessment he had found that the rate 
fixed in 1893 had not yielded the 60 per 
cent intended, due largely to the in- 
creased cost of Inbor and materials 
and he had obtained legislation and a 
change in the ordinance which in- 
creased the revenue over $6000 a year. 
In the matter of pony express licenses 
he had been told he would make a mis- 
take in favoring licenses to reputable 
expressmen. Both sides had agreed 
that it would be better to hnve the li- 
quor handled by the regulnr express- 
men than by the Boston liquor dealers, 
one party claiming that the Boston li- 
quor dealers could be kept out of the 
city. The result, however, showed that 
such was not the case In the Neagle 
case, regardless of the theft of milk, 
U had been proved that this officer 
was so deaf he could hardly hear, and 
had heart disease so that he coyld not 
run. Mr. Blakemore believed that the 
women and property of the city de- 
manded a more competent officer. In 
conclusion Mr. Blakemore said that if 
elected he would be fair to all sec- 
tions, and persons, would not consider 
the aldermen personal enemies if they 
differed with him nnd that he would at 
all times endeavor to co-operate with 
the board in the work for the city. 

Alderman Abbott B. Rice said thnt 
Newton needed a business like admin- 
istration of its affairs and that politics 
should play no part in the city. While 
professional men could use the office 
of mayor as n step to larger things,

PLAYS TIE GAME 


Newton and Waltham Are Unable to 
Score at Annual Football Match 


Newton High played the strong Wal- 
tham High school football team to a 
tie score of 0 to 0 last Saturday after- 
noon at Waltham, neither team cross- 
ing the goal line. The game was 
played at Waltham before a crowd of 
about 7000 people. 

Tomlin, the Waltham center, regard- 
ed as the best man on the team outside 
of Capt. Richardson, was smothered by 
(’apt. Dorney, the Newton pivot, and 
cost his team many yards in penalties 
for illegal use of his hands. These 
penalties, together with one inflicted 
when Smith, the Waltham general, 
pulled off Turner’s helmet nnd slapped 
his face with it, cost Waltham dear. 

The game was called some 16 min- 
utes nfter scheduled time. Newton 
won the toss and decided to defend 
the west goal. Waltham kicked ofT to 
the 15-yard line nnd the ball was run 
back about 18 yards. After a few 
plays which netted nbout 14 yards 
Newton punted to the Waltham 20- 
yard line. A penalty of five yards for 
offside opened Waltham’s series of 
losses, though the distance was re- 
gained by Richardson, who advanced 
some 25 yards. Line plays were tried 
by Waltham for small gains, and after 
another penalty of 15 yards for hold- 
ing Waltham punted. Newton failed 
to make the required gain and re- 
turned the punt and again recovered 
the ball on a fumble after Waltham 
had worked two line plays. 

The Newton team lost 15 yards for 
holding and attempted a forward pass 
which dropped incompleted, and the 
visitors then punted. 

After advances in the aggregate of 
18 yards Waltham punted to the 65- 
yard line. Newton tried line plays 
without gain nnd then punted, the ball 
passing i."to the end zone. 

The ball was set at the 16-yard line 
and Waltham advanced 20 yards, after 
which a punt carried the ball into 
Newton territory. The Newton team

President Meiklejohn of Amherst Speaks 
at Eliot Church 


The second meeting of the Chris- 
tian Forum of Newton was held at the 
Eliot church on Sunday, November 
Nth. the speaker being President 
Alexander Meiklejohn of Amherst Col- 
lege. His topic was "The American 
College and the Great War.” 

Pres. Meiklejohn spoke somewhat 
as follows: I am heie to talk to you 
about the American College with some 
possible reference to the great war of 
which I kno wnothing, but feel a great, 
deal. I wish thp American College 
Could do something about the War. 
What the College would do ii it only 
could. 

We find by Investigation that all 
things in the world are being done in 
two different ways; they are being 
done as they have been in the past by 
custom, or they are being done a dif- 
ferent way as a result of thinking 
about them. I do not care what it is. a 
social call, or making shoes, or build- 
ing a ship, or making a religion: they 
may be done as they have been in the 
past or in a new way because they have 
been thought out. People are carry- 
ing on their lives in these two ways. 
They are forming their morals by cus- 
tom and tradition or are stopping to 
think and criticise and reason as to 
the best way to live. When the think- 
ing is well done, when the investiga- 
tions are carried out properly we un- 
derstand our problems better and can 
arrange our solutions to better advan- 
tage than by going by custom and tra- 
dition. In the work of the world some 
things belong to special groups of men 
and some things are common to all

Eliza Dow Kingsbury, wife of Mr. 
Walter I. Woodman, and mother of the 
Misses Helen and Beatrice Woodman, 
died at her home, 217 Bellevue street, 
Newton, early Saturday morning. No- 
vember 13th. Mrs. Woodman was born 
at Frankfort. Me.. November 7, 1864. 
She married Mr. Woodman August 13, 

1 8SS. and went to St. Augustine. Flor- 
ida. for her future home. In 1909 she 
came to live in Newton that she might 
be with her daughters while continu- 
ing their studies at the Mount Ida 
School for Girls. Mrs. Woodman was 
a descendant of one of the oldest New 
England families. She was a member 
of the Maine branch of the General 
Society of Mayflower Descendants, 
proving her descent from three of the 
passengers on the good ship Mayflower 
when she made her first voyage to 
America in 1620. 

After Mrs. Woodman came to New- 
ton. the seeds of what proved to be her 
fatal illness were developed. Hence 
she could enter but little into the so- 
cial and church life of the Community, 
although her frailitv had not reduced 
her to the state of invalidism. While 
neighborly with her neighbors, friend- 
ly with her friends, and in a measure 
interchanging the amenities of these 
relations, she was compelled to limit 
her activities to her home. For that 
realm she was especially fitted, and 
in it the usefulness and delight of life 
were made her own. Serving her hus- 
band and two daughters with a love 
that answered theirs, she was "the 
sweet presence of a good diffused,” en- 
dearing and endeared. A quiet dig- 
nity. an unfailing grace of manner, 
the bearing of the lady, gave charm to 
her person and characterized her ways. 
It would be wrong to think that her 
interest in life was confined to her 
household. No one trait in her dom- 
inated the others. Her mind was well 
endowed and well balanced. By asso- 
ciation with her friends, by sharing 
the life of her husband and daughters 
as part of her own. by residence in 
the South, by travel at home and 
abroad, as well as by the press, she 
kept herself informed and in touch 
with the great affairs of the day in our 
country and in the world at large. For 
every reason she loved life as we love 
it. To her and to her loved ones it 
was worth living, and unwelcome was 
"the going down of her sun while it 
was yet day.” 

The beautiful qualities of her char- 
acter were radiant and could not be 
hidden. The purity of her spirit was 
transparent, its loveliness plain to all 
w’ho know her. Yet when her illness 
increased it brought to light unsus- 
pected resources of strength in the 
depths of her nature. The inroads of 
disease laid repeated demands on her 
for fortitude and endurance but not to 
find her wanting. She surprised her 
friends with her calmness when con- 
fronted with the prospect of surgical 
operations of great severity. Her pa- 
tience under pain, her serenity of 
spirit amid all trials, so long as her 
will was her own. were unbroken. 

From childhood her character, con- 
duct and moral state were Christian 
but no open profession of her faith had 
been made when she came here to live. 
Hence on her sick bed in the last week 
of her life, she was baptized after the 
Episcopal form and her discipleship 
to her Lord signified and sealed. She 
died the death of a Christian because 
she vtas a Christian and passed from 
her earthly to the inheritance of an 
heavenly home. 

The funeral seryices were conduct- 
ed by Rev. Dr. MacLure, assisted by 
her uncle. Dean Howe. The esteem 
in which she was held was shown by 
the abundance of beautiful floral of- 
ferings that come from many loving 
hearts, a number of whom were un- 
able to be present. Messages that 
poured in from all parts of the coun- 
try showed how far reaching had been 
the love and power that radiated from 
her quiet life. The interment was at 
the Newton Cemetery.

All the afternoon till dark the 2S 
boys from the city hurried to out-do 
one another in finding the notes. Fi- 
nally just after darkness fell the last 
one was reached. Abraham M. Siegel 
of Troop 2 was the lucky scout who 
found the treasure — which consisted 
of a certificate for $1. W. Zak of Troop 
2 won the first prize for having se- 
cured the largest number of notes, 
five in all. 

The second largest number was 
found by two different scouts, l^ots 
were drawn to detrmine the winner, 
and "Bill” Clay was the lucky scout.

As the troops from Boston canie 
scurrying up the hill in search of the 
last note, they found the Newton 
scouts lined up there ready to cheer 
them. While the Boston scouts had 
been on the hunt their hosts had been 
preparing the fire on the top of the 
hill, setting up tents for wind shields 
and stacking up a huge pile of brush 
and branches for the supper camp fire. 

When the hunt was finished all the 
Scouts lined up and marched in line — 
guided by the light from Scoutmaster 
Ovington’s 400 candle power gasoline 
lamp — down the side of the hill to the 
place where the fire was laid ready to 
light. 

Scout Commissioner Loomis, who 
was present, then invoked the spirit 
of fire — in the customary Three Pond 
Camp warmer. As the flames leaped 
up the Scouts remained seated about. 
The Scout Commissioner then spoke 
to the boys, emphasizing the value of 
scouting in the open as well as in the 
city. 

Supper was then announced. The 
hosts and their guests lined up to- 
gether. and each Newton Scout took 
his seat with a Boston Scout about 
the fire and shared oyster stew with 
him.

THE HOSPITAL WORK 

Frank Statement of its Financial Condition 
hv Mr. Charles E. Kelsev 

To tho People of Newton through the 

courtesy of the Newton Graphic: — 
My dear Sir: 

Several times during tho last few 
days 1 have heard surprise expressed 
that the Newton Hospital needs so 
large a sum as $21,000 to pay the defi- 
cit of conducting the Hospital for the 
past year. To tlieso people this defi- 
cit looks so large a sum that tho re- 
mark carries with it the impression 
that the Hospital is extravagantly 
managed — perhaps inefficiency pre- 
vails and as n result, an unusual call 
for money this year. 

May I Just say a word to any of 
your readers who may have such a 
thought even though it has not been 
given verbal expression. I can Bpcnk 
with some knowledge of the financial 
management because for several years 
ns a member of the Executive Commit- 
tee it was my duty each mouth to 
audit every bill of the previous month 
and be prepared to explain any unus- 
ual expense for the previous month — 
in short to assure myself that the 
proper prices were paid, that only the 
necessary quantities were purchased 
and to report my findings monthly to 
a somewhat critical committee. 

During the past year the Hospital 
has cared for 2052 patients — a larger 
number than any previous year. Our 
deficit, $21,000, is not as large as last 
year, nor any larger than it was 4 or 
5 years ago when we cared for fewer 
patients. During the last 5 years the 
cost of provisions and all supplies hns 
materially advanced — yet the Hospital 
has no larger deficit. The Hospital 
has greatly improved its methods and 
its general care of patients, and these 
improvements again have not created 
a larger deficit. 

I am somewhat familiar with the 
conduct of other Hospitals through- 
out the Commonwealth, and 1 find no 
one where the cost of caring for pa- 
tients is less than at Newton Hospital, 
excepting where the expenses of the 
Hospital are partly paid by the city, 
church or state. There is no Hospital 
where a larger part of the expenses 
are earned than here in Newton, where 
the standards of living are necessarily 
high. 

Our total expenses for the year past 
in round figures were $94,000. The to- 
tal earnings from the care of patients 
together with the income from the en- 
dowment were $73,000. This leaves 
$21,000 deficit. This is a largo deficit 
because a large work was done — 2052 
patients were cared for. Of this num- 
ber only 20 per cent were private pa- 
tients who paid for the cost of their 
care. 20 per cent paid nothing be- 
cause they were financially unable to 
do so, and the remaining 60 per cent 
paid part of the cost. Every dollar 
of this deficit. $21,000, is for charity 
work — not one dollar for new con- 
struction work. All new buildings and 
grounds of the Hospital as well as 
new equipment, including new Pack- 
ard ambulance, have been given by in- 
dividuals. 

The fact that the Hospital has done 
a large work of charity than any pre- 
vious year and has not created a 
larger deficit ought to assure every 
one that the greatest care has been 
exercised and that extravagant and 
inefficient methods have not prevailed. 

The Hospital is a Newton Institu- 
tion — our largest city charity. Its 
management is most able. Our ma- 
tron, Miss Riddle, is recognized as the 
most efficient Hospital matron in New 
England. Our best physicians and 
ablest business men give unsparingly 
of their time in its conduct, without 
any financial compensation. It’s an 
Institution of which every citizen can- 
not fall to be proud if they will become 
personally acquainted with its work. 
Every Hospital must run at a loss if 
it is to be a real Hospital — for the care 
of the sick, the poor and the needy. 

No Hospital whose doors are always 
open day and night to receive the sick 
and poor can care for these patients 
without losing an uverage of about 
$10 per patient. This is very nearly 
the uverage loss per patient for this 
last year’s work — for 2052 patients. 
$10 to care for a sick patient is u 
small sum when the amount of service 
is considered. This means that a $10 
contribution will care for one patient. 
It’s an honor to share in a work like 
this. It makes life worth living, and 
every citizen of Newton should honor 
himself and his city by sharing in the 
support of our splendid Newton Hos- 
j pital. 

As one evidence of efficient man- 
agement the Trustees do not permit 
solicitation of subscriptions except- 
ing at one time a year — at Thanksgiv- 
ing time — so that our contributions 
may become an expression of thank- 
fulness for the splendid work of the 
Newton Hospital and thankfulness for 
the many blessings each one has en- 
joyed during the past year.

INTERESTING REPORT 

City Officials Investigate Fire Conditions in all 
the School Buildings of the City 


The following report has just been 
made to Mayor Childs by Chief of Fire 
Department Randlett and Public 
Buildings Commissioner Forbush, fol- 
lowing a complete inspection of our 
school buildings, as a result of the 
recent fire tragedy in Peabody: — 

There are in use today twenty-five 
school buildings. The enclosing walls 
of thirteen of these buildings are of 
brick and are built of what is known 
as second class construction, with the; 
exception of the Technical High 
School, which is a combination of 
first and second class, the floors being 
fireproof and the roof of wood con- 
struction. 

The remaining twelve buildings are 
of wood construction. In five of these 
buildings pupils are housed above the 
second floor. 

Fifteen of the buildings have wooden 
staircases and in addition the Classical 
High School has one flight of wooden 
stairs. All of these stairs with the ex- 
ception of four, have varnished or 
painted wooden wainscoting. In every 
case In order to go from the bottom 
of the stairs to the exit doors it is 
necessary to pass doors leading to the 
basement. 

No attempt has been made, except 
in the case of the Roger Wolcott 
school, to provide smoke stop parti- 
tions and doors, the corridors with two 
exceptions being common to all stair- 
cases in each building. 

Some of the basement ceilings are 
unplastered, some are plastered on 
wood lath and some on metal lath. 

In many instances in basements 


there are closets under stairs in which 
are stored wooden furniture, floor oils, 
kerosene, disinfectants, sawdust and 
school supplies of various sorts, and 
in some cases where there are no clos- 
ets. the space under stairs is used for 
similar storage. 

Unfinished attics are used for the 
storage of furniture, books, maps, sup- 
plies, etc. 

The condition of all the buildings 
showed evidence of good care and jani- 
tor service, particularly the basements. 

The condition of the industrial part 
of the basement of the Technical High 
School is such that it offers an undue 
fire hazard, being isolated from out- 
side view, containing necessarily a 
large amount of flammable equip- 
ment and material, a combustible 
roof, large area of skylights of ordin- 
ary glass; many windows exposing 
the main building, some of them on 
stairw’ays, offering every facility for 
fire to break through, with no smoke 
or fire stops at corridors and p§ssage- 
ways. 

After careful consideration of the 
results of our inspection we submit 
the following recommendations. 

1. Where not already done, the ceil- 
ings of all basements to be plastered 
with hard plaster on metal lath. 

2. All closets under stairs to be re- 
moved and that storage space for 
broken and unused furniture be pro- 
vided outside of school buildings. 

3. All basements and stairs from 
first story to basement be equipped 
with automatic sprinklers.

the office would be held at n financial 
loss by any business man. If elected 
he would study each department and 
if there wns waste or extravagance, 
ho would bring about n reform. This 
was the kind of work Mr. Rice had 
been doing all his life and he expected 
to continue on those lines if he was 
mayor. He believed that there was 
•onsiderablo opportunity for lnrge 
savings in our budget of a million and 
hnlf. Every department should be 
brought up to a higher degree of effi- 
ciency, not by increased appropriations 
but by better use of tiie present 
amount of money. Automobile expens- 
es had been found so enormous that 
the city was now building a city gar- 
age, the cost of which had been greatly 
reduced by his work. He believed that 
$4000 at least could be saved in the 
care of our city buildings. The pits 
and crushers operated by the city 
should be either discontinued or meth- 
ods changed. The mayor should com- 
pel the departments to co-operate in 
their purchasing, as there was now no 
co-operation or co-ordination between 
departments. 

Mr. Rice believed in our school sys- 
tem, it was second to none in the 
state and was largely responsible for 
the high citizenship of Newton. He 
believed that our parks and play- 
grounds should be extended, that our 
streets should be better and at a less 
cost and that some of our 60 public 
buildings were neglected, the heating 
and ventilating a crime and some were 
mere fire traps. The Newton Boule- 
ard, costing $350,000 was a beautiful 
feature of the city, an advertisement 
to many who passed thru and that the 
automobile travel had created a garage 
epidemic along its route. He had 
fought these garages for three years 
altho he had found a growing demand 
to grant these licenses. The Edison 
Co. had spent $200,000 in placing its 
wires underground and Mr. Rice had 
succeeded in inducing them to agree 
to spend $100,000 more in extending 
that work and to include the side 
streets. He predicted that in 1920 
Newton would have 60,000 population 
and that with proper improvements, 
the right kind of people would come 
here and they would help meet the 
cost of the same. With a pay as you 
go policy Newton would have in 1920, 
valuation of over $100,000,000 and a 
debt of less than $2,000,000. In his 
work as alderman Mr. Rice had favor- 
ed a policy of restricting the number 
of jffnk licenses to 20, to limit the 
number of pool rooms, and he claimed 
that the abolition of sixth class licens- 
liad worked well, and while the 
pony express situation was a mooted 
question, it will be solved to the satis- 
faction of the entire city. 

In conclusion Mr. Rice said that the 
duties of the mayor were solely of a 
business nature and that he was run- 
ning on the principle that politics 
should be kept out of city affairs. 

Mayor Childs who arrived late, was 
the last speaker and said that he must 
stand on his record as the field of 
promise was not open to him. He had 
no apologies to make for what he had 
done and he had tried to meet every 
proposition fairly and squarely. He 
had been criticized for his appointment 
of Mr. Madden on the board of health 
and he would simply say that he had 
served on that board himself and 
found that the common people believed 
he was a sort of buffer between them 
and Dr. Curtis and Mr. Harbach and 
lien he retired he felt that the board 
should have one man to whom the 
common everyday man would feel free 
to approach. In filling Mr. Slocum’s 
place he had taken Mr. Bishop because 
he wanted a man who has served in 
the aldermen, at the legislature, who 
knew the law, could try cases and who 
had the necessary tact to deal with 
people. He had been urged to appoint 
Mr. Blakemore to the place and while 
he had a high opinion or Mr. Blakemori 
lawyer, he was not ashamed of 
his appointment of Mr. Bishop. Mr. 
Childs then told of how he had been 
asked to run for mayor two years ago 
and how he had been asked by both 
Democrats and Republicans to run 
for a second term. He answered his 
own question as to whom were the 
Republicans of Newton by saying that 
few men with gray hair would support 
him but there were a whole lot of men 
between 21 and 40 years who had of- 
fered him their support. 

Each candidate was then given t 
few minutes to close the discussion. 

Mr. Blakemore said that Mr. Rice, 
who claimed to be a business man had 
shown himself a good politician 
well when he defeated the regular Re- 
publican nominee for alderman in his 
ward by an alliance with Democrats. 
To the objection raised that re was a 
lawyer, lie would say that some ot the 
best business men of the country, like 
Judge Gary, had had legal training and 
he felt sure it would be of great as- 
sistance in the office of mayor. The 
matter of purchasing had been some- 
what overestimated as only about 
$250,000 of supplies are bought, most 
of which were staple articles. He had 
investigated the purchase of oil a few 
years ago and found tliut the city was 
buying the same grade of oil ut a less 
price than that paid by the state, the 
Metropolitan commissions and the city 
of Boston. The matter of automobile 
expense had been considered before 
Mr. Rice entered the Board and Alder 
man Ilemis had been the leader in 
settling the matter. Mr. Hlakemor 
had always favored Playground appro- 
priations. 

Mayor Childs stated that ho had not 
said what Mr. Blakemore said he lmd 
said at the Board of Trade meeting 
and had published in the Newton 
papers. 

in answer to questions as to how 
long a mayor should serve, Mr. Childs 
said he only wunted two terms any 
way. Mr. Blakemore said that he did 
not believe the mayor ought to know 
how to build streets better than the 
Street Commissioner or to run the 
schools better than the superintendent 
of schools, hut he should udjust all do 
partments to work as u whole. He 
thought tliut no inun who should be 
mayor could afford to give more than 
two years to the city service and lie 
believed a change of policy every tw 
years wus a good way to handle af- 
fairs. Mr. Rice said that if elected two 
years would be ull he would care to 
take. 

Mr. Bemis asked Muyor Childs to 
repeat whut he did say about the per- 


sonnel of the board of aldermen at the 
Board of Trade meeting and the mayor 
stated that he had sniil that the board 
should consist of one half business 
men of Boston and one half of New- 
ton business men. Mr. Ucmls then 
said that as the greater proportion of 
Newton residents have business in 
Boston, they should be equally repre- 
sented in the city government. 

In answer to the advisability of hav- 
ing a city manager, Mayor Childs said 
he favored a commission form of gov- 
ernment. The present ordinance re- 
lating to the Comptroller ho believed 
violated the city charter. Under it 
the Finance committee was virtually 
a commission with the Comptroller as 
u business manager. This was embar- 
ussing to the mayor. However in tak- 
ing office two years ago lie had told 
An . DaooU not to mind Him hut to look 
auer ms own bread and butter. Mr. 
Blakemore suid that the city charter 
huu a provision lor un assistant to the 
mayor wlucn could he made a sort of 
city manager, or purchasing agent, al- 
lowing u continuity ot policy lrom one 
udiuiuisirutiou to anotuer. Mr. Rice 
favored a city manager, altho ho be- 
neveu the present plan made the may- 
or a sort of muiiuger, us he was per- 
sonally responsible tor ull money ex- 
pended uy the departments. He fa- 
voreu a purchasing agent whom he 
thought could save Uis salary a dozen 
limes cuch year.

4. All woodeu Hours, partitions and 
otuer woodwork be removed from 
basements and where necessary, in- 
combustible material substituted. All 
sloyd rooms in which combustible ma- 
terials are fabricated should be re- 
moved from basemeuts. 

5. All woodeu stairs and wooden 
wainscoting around stairs to be re- 
moved and stairs of incombustible ma- 
terial substituted. Walls and parti- 
tions surrounding stairs to be made 
fireproof. 

6. All corridors, staircase halls and 
other necessary places to be equipped 
with smoke stop partitions and self 
closing doors of incombustible rnateri 
al. 

7. All school buildings where neccs 
sary should be equipped with addi 
tional exits. The skeleton type of 
iron fire escape should not be used. 

8. Two separate and distinct exits 
from every class room should be pro- 
vided. 

9. Fire alarm boxes connected with 
the general fire alarm system should 
be provided for each building. 

lb. Each building should be equipped 

ith a mechanical alarm which could 
be heard in all its parts. 

11. Wood floors should not be oiled. 

12. The use of keresene stoves 
should be prohibited. 

13. Technical High School Base- 
ment; 

Outside storage space conven- 
ient of access should be provided for 
all fiammable material, only such as 
may be needed for daily use should be 
permitted within the building, any 
surplus material to be returned to 
store house each -night. 

b. Wooden floors and partitions 
removed. 

All skylights equipped with 
wired glass; at the time this is done 
skylights should be raised for ventila- 
tion as previously considered. 

d. All windows within the basement 
exposing the main building to be 
equipped with metal frames and metal 
sash glazed with wired glass. 

All corridors provided with in- 
combustible smoke stops and self- 
closing doors. 

14. There should be a night watch- 
man for the two High School build- 
ings. 

15. There should be regular inspec- 
tion of all school buildings under defi- 
nite rules aud regulations, the inspec 
tor to make daily written reports to 
some one having authority and power 
to enforce such rules and regulations. 

16. We recommend that the third 
story of the Old Clafiin Schodl be va 
cated at once.

made short gains on line and tnoklo 
plays and then punted, the ball pass- 
ing over the side lines near the end 
zone.

men. Take the making of harnesses. 
Here you find a certain group of men 
engnge in this activity, the makers of 
harnesses. And the building of ships 
calls for a special group of men. 
Against those special activities we 
have certain thingH which are common 
to nil men. All men nre concerned 
anout the questions of religion, poli- 
tics and society. We must all face 
the question of morals. 

The liberal college is an Institution 
that believes and practices a gospel 
in the ueiu of the things common to 
nil men. It pays to know and to un- 
derstand, and to think and to impart 
and to criticise ana to argue and to re- 
flect and to tear down and build up. 
Wo want to know about the com- 
mon things of human life. Our ex- 
periences with the fathers of boys on 
this matter have been very Interest- 
ing. wnen we ask a fattier if he 
wishes his son to know his religion, 
nine times out of ten he will avoid the 
issue, and fall hack on the old argu- 
ments of custom and tradition. The 
liberal college demands that the hoy 
who comes to it shall be made to 
think. 

With reference to the War I know 
nothing except what a terrible stupid 
thing it is. Did the leaders of these 
nations at- conflict think this out be- 
fore hand, did they realize that it 
would be the loss of millions of lives 
as well as the destruction of millions 
of dollars worth of property, or did 
they decide upon it as merely a matter 
of custom and tradition. The men 
who were trusted to think, out wisely 
the destinies of these great nations 
have made a stupid failure of their 
work. 

The liberal college by its efforts to 
lead young men to think will aid 
greatly in keeping this country from 
such scenes of disorder and horror 
as are witnessed In Europe today. 

Some of the questions and the 
speaker’s answers were as follows: — 

Is not the war the result of crime? 

With regard to the first part of the 
question, let me say again, that in this 
stage, I don’t see how we can have 
accurate knowledge of the causes of 
the war. Is not the war the result of 
the little mistakes. It is the mistakes, 
the common blunders of the great body 
of men who can be found in all na- 
tions. Personally, I don’t believe in 
crimes. It is the blunders that cause 
the trouble, not the crimes. 

Does freedom of thought lead one 
away from the Christian fundamen- 
tals?

NEWTON MEN HONORED 

Boston Chamber of Commerce Elects Lig- 
gett and Harriman to High Office 


The Boston Chamber of Commerce 
has honored two residents of this city 
with the highest offices at its com- 
mand. Mr. Ixniis K. Liggett of Chest- 
nut Hill having been elected president 
at the annual meeting on Monday af- 
ternoon and Alderman Henry I. Har- 
riman of Newton being chosen as sec- 
ond vice-president. 

Mr. Liggett was born In Detroit April 
4. 1875, the youngest son of John 
Templeton Liggett, who founded the 
Michigan Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany. At the age of 14 he Joined the 
Detroit staff of John Wanamaker and 
two years later served that firm as 
traveling representative. In 1894 he 
engaged in the dry goods brokerage 
business in Detroit then first applying 
the “factory to retailer” principle 
which led to the development of the 
United Drug Company. 

At the age of 19 he was the first mill 
broker in Detroit and secured the ac- 
counts of 32 important mills, whose 
goods he sold directly to retailers. He 
first turned his attention to the drug 
business in 1895 and his successful ex- 
ploitation of a headache remedy in 
competition with similar preparations 
manufactured and sold by retail drug- 
gists suggested to him the possibility 
of manufacturing and merchandising 
drug store goods on a co-operative 
plan. 

His actual work of building the Lig- 
gett enterprises, however, was begun 
in 1902, when he carried out with 40 
leading druggists a plan whereby re- 
tailers, one in each locality, should 
create a National market for a line 
of drug store goods of which each 
druggist should control the sale in his 
territory. The idea proved successful 
and new lines were added to meet the 
public demand. 

The formation of the United Drug 
Company followed, and today it man- 
ufactures many of its articles. It has 
more than 7000 stockholder-dist^bu-

McCall had but 50 votes at the state 
election. Mr. Childs had 128 and Mr. 
Price. Repnbllcan candidate for aider- 
man had but 22. In ward 4. precinct 
2. another Democratic precinct. Mr. 
Childs had 27 votes to 15 for Mr. Fitts, 
and in ward 5. precinct 1. Mr. Childs 
had 59 votes to 42 for Mr. Fitts. In 
addition the 252 ballots thrown out 
were marked for Mr. Childs under 
both party designations, and indicates 
that many Democrats intended to vote 
for him ns a Republican. All in all, it 
is safe to say that enough Democrats 
voted for Mr. Childs as a Republican 
to make up the difference of 346 votes 
which was the margin he had over Mr. 
Blakemore. This situation is extreme- 
ly galling to every man who likes a 
square deal. Republican or Democrat, 
and members of either party who de- 
liberately voted for candidates for 
nomination in the other party, are no 
better than political thieves and 
crooks. No blame can attach to Mr. 
Childs in this matter, as he is on rec- 
ord as advocating the abolition of 
party designations at municipal elec- 
tions and publicly stated only a few 
days ago that he did not wish the 
Democrats to vote for him as a Re- 
publican. Moreover. Mr. Childs, as* a 
Republican had a perfect right to seek 
the Republican nomination. The pres- 
ent idiotic primary law was the result 
of the vote of the state last year abol- 
ishing party enrolment and the only 
remedy in sight would seem to be along 
the lines of a knock out primary, sim- 
ilar to that in use in Haverhill, where 
candidates can have their names on 
the primary ballot without party des- 
ignations. on filing the necessary num- 
ber of signatures, the two highest per- 
sons at the primary, entering the con- 
test at an ensuing city election, or it 
might be wise to consider a preferen- 
tial scheme of voting, which would 
entail Out one election, all candidates 
having their names on the ballot, the 
voter marking for a first, second and 
third choice. 

I trust the Graphic will lead a move- 
ment for legislation along these lines 
in order that the present unfortunate 
situation may not occur again.

RELIEF \Y0IfK JN EUROPE 


It will be a groat pleasure to many- 
Bostonians to know that on the eve- 
ning of Monday, November 29 at 8.00 
Caroline Gardner Bartlett will speak 
at Park Street Church. 

For a number of years Mrs. Bartlett 
sang in the choir of this church and 
endeared herself to its members, so 
there could be no more fitting place 
for her to tell of her experiences after 
a. year of work in the war zone. 

Mrs. Bartlett was in England when 
the war began and when the Belgian 
refugees came over she devoted her 
time in helping to care for them. 

After a time she was asked by a 
physician to go to Belgium as a nurse 
and thinking that perhaps the greater 
need was there, she went. 

She landed in Dieppe and found 
there twelve hundred wounded soldiers 
with only tw’o nurses to care for them 
and practically no hospital supplies 
with which to dress their wounds. 

Seeing these conditions she returned 
to England and began collecting neces- 
sary supplies and sending them back to 
Belgium. This was the beginning of 
what has grown to be a tremendous 
work, and one which Boston should be 
proud to have one of her daughters 
accomplish. 

Hospitals and convalescent homes 
have been established and equipped, 
striking ammunition workers started 
back to work again with enthusiusm, 
and soldiers of many nations cared 
for through the untiring devotion of 
“Sister Beatrice.” as she is known in 
England, France and Belgium. 

As a recognition of her work and 
ability the French Government has 
conferred upon her the habit which she 
wears and a passport which takes her 
anywhere she wishes to go to inspect 
the conditions of the wounded. She 
is making a tour of this country tell- 
ing of conditions as she hus found 
them in the hope that she may stir 
her people to greater Interest and en- 
thusiasm in supplying the articles so 
sorely needed in Stricken France.

Saturday, November 27, 1915. 


At the meeting of the Unitarian Club 
of Newton held last week Thursday 
evening in Channing Church parlors. 
Mr. Edward Dana, the superintendent 
of Traffic of tlio Boston Elevate’d Rail- 
way Co. gave an interesting illustrated 
talk on "Some Aspects of Street Rail- 
roading.” Mr. . Dana showed views of 
tWb ’first horse car 'Used id the early 
eighties and which were superseded 
by motor driven vehicles and explained 
how Boston escaped from the cable 
railway epoch thru the foresight of H. 
M. Whitney. 

There was then shown the gradual 
development of the rapid transit sys- 
tem. showing the original elevated 
structure, the East Boston Tunnel, 
Washington street tunnel, Forest Hills 
Extension. East Cambridge Viaduct, 
Cambridge subway. Boylston street 
subway as well as the Everett exten- 
sion. the Andrew Square extension and 
the East Boston Tunnel extension to 
Bowdoin square. 

The tremendous costs involving fixed 
charges placed upon the Company 
were vividly shown and a sub-divided 
nickel shown by means of a chart, the 
flve-cent piece divided into the various 
charges from which It was seen that 
after a business magnitude of over 
$16,000,000 had been conducted in a 
year but $10,000 was left as surplus. 
That such one-sided conditions cannot 
be maintained indefinitely was made 
apparent to those who followed the 
lecture. 

Particular Interest was attached to 
the pictures of the growth of power 
station equipment from the original 
Allston power station to the formida- 
ble South Boston Power Station. 

Machinery of the old Allston Power 
Stution could not operate a single ele- 
vated car of the kind now used on the 
elevated lines. One Power Station 
was shown where as the equipment 
was being installed on one end of the 
building, equipment on the other end 
was being torn out to make room for 
more modern machinery. 

How car service men are hired, ex- 
amined and truined for their duties 
wus shown by u series of cuts, also the 
various types of car operated by the 
Company from the standard 25-foot 
car up to the Cambridge subway cars 
being the largest in the country ns 
well as the trailer trains in operation 
in the Boylston street subwuy. 

The difficulties of meeting the prob- 
lems of service wus explained and the 
reason why so many people must un- 
der the present conditions stand iu the 
rush hours wus Bhown.

WOMEN’S CLUBS

A matter of club mnnngoment which 
should constantly be borne in mind is 
the tendency to plan too long pro- 
grams. The necessity for engaging 
speakers a long time in advance and 
unexpected business arising at the 
last moment which must he considered 
often complicate matters, but out of 
justice both to the speaker and to the 
best interests of the club some com- 
promise should he made. The intense 
feeling that was aroused by the pro- 
posed amendments to the State Fed- 
eration was responsible for long pro- 
grams in many clubs this fall. The 
Club Editor chanced to he present ns 
an Invited guest at one such meeting 
where the business •session lasted one 
hour and a half before the muslcnl 
program of the day began. The ar- 
tists for some reason or other did not 
see fit to curtail their program, which 
might easily have been clone, but gave 
It ns arranged for one hour, so tlint It 
war close on to five o’clock before the 
social hour was reached and that, of 
course, was disastrous to the social 
hour. In this particular instance the 
musicians could easily have cut down 
their numbers; had it been n speaker 
the adjustment would have been more 
difficult. In justice to a speaker at 
such a time it Is much better either to 
stop the buisness at the regular time 
and take up the program and return to 
the business later or to have the pro- 
gram first and take up the business 
afterward. It certainly Is unpardon- 
able to keep a stranger, who has no 
interest in the local affairs, waiting 
while business is being discussed at 
length. This does not mean to choke 
off discussion of vital questions for it 
is this very discussion that makes for 
growth, but rather for those who are 
responsible for the program to con- 
sider carefully everything which is 
likely to arise and to be just to all 
parties concerned, — the club itself, 
the speaker and the members.

The 32nd Annual Meeting of the Au- 
hurndale Village Improvement Society 
was held in Society Hall, on Wednes- 
day evening.

As a result of 
this study the committee recommend- 
ed an appeal to the city authorities for 
certain much needed action in this 
matter, and a resolution to that effect 
was adopted and ordered sent to the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen. 

Mr. W. J. Spaulding for the Play- 
ground Committee reported that the 
new playground w’ould be ready for 
use next spring, and that they hoped 
to secure bathing privileges in the 
river near by. Also that the play- 
ground for smaller boys at the corner 
of Commonwealth avenue and Isling- 
ton road was in process of construc- 
tion. 

The entertainment committee re- 
ported a very successful course last 
season, and that for the coming sea- 
son every seat had already been sold 
for the entire course with calls for 
more. The need of a larger hall for 
this growing village was strongly em- 
phasized and it is hoped that action 
toward that end will soon be taken. 

It was reported that “Clean Up Day” 
was duly observed with very beneficial 
results in the way of a clean, attractive 
village. The success of this was due 
largely to the hearty co-operation of 
the Auburndale Woman’s Club, which 
took the lead in the good w’ork. $22.77 
was spent in the work, a considerable 
amount of it on private property where 
the owners failed to keep their prem- 
ises properly clean. Complaint was 
made of bicyclists riding on our side- 
walks and a resolution was adopted 
calling upon the Bolice Department for 
proper action in the matter. 

Other matters of interest and im- 
provement were discussed and further 
action planned. The following officers 
w’ere elected for the year ensuing: 

President, W. H. Nash; vice-presi- 
dents, Dr. C. B. Hutchinson. Prof. E.

On Wednesday, Nov. 17, Dr. John 
C. Ferguson gave bet ore the Social 
Science Club a "Survey ot Chinese 
Art. which presented it to the mem- 
bers in an entirely new aspect. Dur- 
ing his long residence in China he has 
made an exhaustive study of the sub- 
ject, so that he was able to bring to 
his audience the message of the true 
spirit of Chinese art. it is only dur- 
ing the last ten or fifteen years that 
any such knowledge has been brought 
to the western world and the fault is 
ours that we have not known it ear- 
lier. Our idea has been that their art 
commonplace, rudimentary and 
tawdry, which is not at all the case, 
it would be quite as fair to judge the 
tilnese people from those who come 
over her, as it is to Judge of the 
Russians and of Italians from those 
whom the traveller encounters in 
merely passing through a country. 
The art expression of the Chinese is 
the expression of the few. There is 
long list of illustrious men in art 
and the literature is a large one. Schol- 
ars are constantly amazed at the im- 
mensity of the field. 

We have failed to appreciate the 
fundamental principle of Chinese art, 
like that of Greece, namely, the in- 
terrelation of art and literature. In 
China no one is ignorant of the tra- 
ditions of his people and the artist sees 
the real soul and draws out the essen- 
tial spirit. In the beginning they at- 
tempted to idealize the forces of na- 
ture about them. In their philosophy 
they place man not at the head but at 
the foot of the universe and make him 
subordinate to the forces of nature, 
hence in much of their art representa- 
tion man is the inconspicuous object in 
the landscape. 

Dr. Ferguson showed photographs 
of examples of the early bronzes and 
referred to the fine collection to be 
seen in the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts. These show fine lines in form 
and excellent workmanship. They 
were first used for family and na- 
tional ceremonials and later in house- 
holds for decorative purposes. It is 
the duty of the Chinese to express him- 
self artistically as well us accurately, 
and the very writing of the Chinese 
is a fine art. The process and its dif- 
ficulty was described. A bad hand- 
writing is the mark of an uneducated 
or illiterate person. Another expres- 
sion of their art is found in the stones, 
but sculpture has never reached a 
very high state, their highest ideal be- 
ing to express in writing. Hand in 
hand with writing came painting. 
Landscape, which is of late develop- 
ment in the west, came in in China 'dt 
a very early age. In representing the 
human figure they consider what is 
Individual not of so great importance 
as that which belongs to the class, so 
if they were representing a portrait 
of a man or a statue, they set forth 
not the individual likeness, but the 
characteristics that all men hold la 
common. The great men of China have 
always been art patrons; often thp 
great artists have been the men of 
public affairs. Today the best painter 
in, Pekin is attadhed to the Board of 
the Interior; the good scholar is oftefl 
the good painter also. 

Brief reference was made to the pot- 
tery and porcelains and Dr. Ferguson 
closed by enumerating the three great 
underlying principles, restraint, sug- 
gestion and the appeal to the perma- 
nent elements of human character.

Mrs. Palmer quoted from an old dic- 
tionary the definition, "Woman, the fe- 
male of man. See man." Today she 
is no longer merely the female of man, 
but the richest person in the world, 
with the world as her opportunity. 
Since the industries have been grad- 
ually taken out of the home and she 
has obtained a new leisure; the word 
home, once referred to as the "deserted 
workshop," has taken on a new big- 
ness. Woman has found in this larger 
home of the community many oppor- 
tunities for this leisure and thus has 
inevitably been drawn into social serv- 
ice. With this enlarged opportunity 
for education, and for service, it has 
been hatural that organizations have 
sprung up aud hence the woman's 
club. The early inscriptions give evi- 
dence in Greece und in Africa of some- 
thing of this sort. Iu colonial times 
Anne Hutchinson was banished among 
other reasons for during to form such 
au organization, but it was not until 
after the Civil War that real women’s 
clubs came into being, Sorosis in New 
York and the New England Woman’s 
Club in Boston being both organized 
in 1S69. In 1889 Instead of two there 
were ninety-seven scattered over the 
country. At first they were training 
schools for self-culture, but gradually 
they have found work outside to do 
and today the world realizes the power 
of the whole movement. Mrs. Palmer 
traced the growth of the movement, the 
formation of the various Federations 
and gave a brief description of the last 
Biennial convention of the General 
Federation. In closing she quoted 
Julia Ward Howe’s words, the motto 
of her life, "To learn, to teach, to serve 
and to enjoy," us one which all wo- 
men may make theirs.

THE STORE OF QUALITY 


A lecture on “The Family Budget' 
was given before the Waban Woman’s 
Club on Monday, Nov. 15, by Mrs. Har- 
riet L. B. Darling. After defining th^ 
word “budget” as an estimate or ten- 
tative division based on past expend! 
tures, Mrs. Darling showed charts re- 
lating to the division of income and 
talked particularly of incomes rang- 
ing from one to live thousand dollars. 
She said that according to Mr. Chapin’s 
estimate nine hundred dollars was the 
smallest income which could provide 
the essentials of life for a family of 
five living iu New York City. This she 
felt would be equally applicable to 
those living, in any large city, while 
in a rural community the same amount 
would provide a much more comfort- 
able living. Income comprises more 
than salary or profits as all resources, 
including even garden produce, must 
be classed as income. The principal 
division of income are those for shel- 
ter, food and clothing. About oue fifth 
of the budget is devoted to shelter and 
this proportion does not varj* greatly 
in the incomes considered, while the 
proportion devoted to food varies in- 
versely to the size of the income so 
that from an income of $1000 one 
fourth should be apportioned to food; 
while from that of $2000 or more, only 
one fifth should be devoted to the pur- 
chase of raw material. The expend! 
ture for clothing would naturally vary, 
but one sixth of an income ot' $4000 
would be a fair proportion for this div- 
ision. Another sixth should be allotted 
to operating expenses under which are 
classed service, light, fuel, etc. The 
rest of the income must be apportioned 
to cover insurance und other forms of 
savings und Investments, philanthro- 
pies, religion, recreation, und educa- 
tion, the last item having little place 
in the budget of $1000 or less. 

Since women spend from eighty to 
ninety per cent of the family income, 
each woman should regard herself us 
an efficiency engineer and have for her 
idcul in Hie division of income the 
welfure of each member of the family. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Darling's 
lecture, Mr. Horace Hull, Supervisor 
of the Newton Public Markets, ex- 
plained the aims of the city iu regard 
to the operation of the markets and 
told of their growth in the last six 
weeks from one vehicle on opening 
day to twenty-nine wagons und trucks 
last week. Mr. Hull answered ull 
queries to the very evident satisfac- 
tion of the club members.

that its employees he exempt from va- 
cation ordinance, on request of school 
committee that city messenger have 
charge of tings on school buildings, and 
on the offer to purchase land of city 
on Washington and Putnam streets. 

Curbing assessments were levied on 
Adams and Beech streets, and sidewalk 
assessments on Lincoln street, a sewer 
was authorized to he laid on Common- 
wealth avenue, permission granted 
Catherine Richardson to take pnrt In 
an entertainment in Players Hall, 
$395.50 authorized for fire extinguish- 
ers in sloyd school rooms, a polo loca 
tion on Newtonville avenue granted the 
Edison Co. a grant of $12,290. made for 
city expenses, Workmen's compensa- 
tion granted to Patrick McCarthy at 
$17.92 per week, a transfer of $861 
made to Public Property maintenance 
and the city treasurer authorized to 
receive $144 on nccount of ornamental 
posts in Nonantum square. 

Alderman Forknall, who dissented 
from the report leave to withdraw of 
the Public Works committee on the 
proposed change of name of Newton- 
ville avenue, said that he had intend- 
ed to oppose the adoption of the report 
but had been advised by the petitioners 
that they did not care to press the mat- 
ter any further. He said that the pe- 
titioners represented a taxable valua- 
tion of over $500,000 while the remon- 
strants represented only $93,000 and 
he believed that the petitioners had 
some rights in the matter. He re- 
gretted the fact that he could not con- 
tinue the fight and denied that he had 
used any intluence with the hoard on 
this matter. Alderman Early said that 
the committee had given two hearings 
on the matter and the most careful 
consideration. The petition called for 
a new name for only part of the street. 

This would require a change in 
street numbers at the Newtonville end 
of the street. The name of Newton- 
ville avenue now gave the impression 
that it was a thorofare to Newtonville, 
as it was. The movement in favor of 
a change had been started by a new 
comer on the street who had had some 
difficulty in having packages left at 
his residence. The name of Mount 
Ida rond as proposed w’ould conflict 
with the names of two other streets 
and the difficulty would only be trans- 
ferred to others. There was also the 
objection made by conveyancers to the 
change of name and the ensuing addi- 
tional work made necessary on all real 
estate transfers. The hoard then ac- 
cepted the report leave to withdraw. 

Alderman Hollis opposed the order 
for $85 for placing stalls in the urinals 
at the I^yde school, saying that one 
third of the school buildings in the 
city were in a similar condition. If 
the thing is an evil it ought to be rem- 
edied in all the schools. If it is not 
an evil why should the Hyde school 
be favored with an unnecessary appro- 
priation. Alderman Cox said that as 
the city had adopted a policy of stalls 
for automobiles it ought to continue 
along that line even for urinals. He 
saw no harm in doing the work if the 
parents wanted it and favored having 
all the schools equipped in a similar 
fashion. Alderman Hapgood said the 
matter bad been strongly urged by the 
residents wf Newton Highlands, the 
master of tne school and the school 
committed T*:? order was then adopt- 
ed with alderman Hollis voting in op- 
positioi 

Alderman Bartlett explained the or- 
der for $500 for settlement of sewer 
taking claims at Chestnut hill by say- 
ing that the matter was now in court 
and might involve damages ranging as 
high as $3000. The committee and the 
city solicitor believe it best to settle 
for $500, and the order was adopted. 

Alderman Bartlett stated that the 
order for $400 for repairs for the Bar- 
nard school was for the purpose of pre- 
paring a place where the class of back- 
ward children now housed in the third 
story of the Old Claflin school house, 
might be accommodated and would 
probably lend to the re-opening of the 
Barnard school for the next school 
year. The order was then adopted. 

Orders were introduced for a peti- 
tion to the Legislature for legislation 
to prohibit the transportation of liquor 
into No license territory, and for $450 
for snow guards on the roof of the 
Emerson school, both of which were 
referred to committees. 

Alderman Bartlett explained the res- 
olution offered by a joint committee 
requesting the new mayor for 1916 to 
consider the appointment of a clerk to 
keep records of all purchases and to 
investigate prices paid by the city. He 
said that there was hardly enough evi- 
dence to warrant the board to ask for 
legislation to establish the office of 
Purchasing agent and it was deemed 
best to have an investigation made of 
the whole matter by the incoming 
mayor. The resolution wus then 
adopted. 

An order for $1200 for shower baths 
at the Bowen school was passed after 
President Blanchard had stated that it 
had been endorsed by the hoard of 
health and school committee and was 
intended to give residents of Thomp- 
sonviUe accommodations similar to 
those furnished at the Stearns school, 
Nonantum. 

The hoard adjourned at 10.43.
